Every  institution  in  which  Scientific  instruction   was 
given  is  Jiere  pounted  as  a  school,  whether,  aa  in  some  in- 
stitutions, there  was  only  a  class  for  instruction  in  one 
subject,  or,  as  in  others,  there  were   more  or  less '  com- 
plete courses  of  study  in  different  branches  of  Science. 
TbxjB  the  above-mentioned  1,336  schools  comprised  4,432 
different  classes.     27,513  students  of  these  classes  came  up 
for  examination  in  May,  besides  2,878  self-taught  students 
and  pupils,  of  dasses    not    under    certificated   teachers. 
The  results  of  the  examination  as  compared  with  those  of 
the  three  previous  years  were  as  follows : —

2.  In  addition  to  these,  756  students  came  up  in.  honours, 
of  whom  319  were  successful.  There  was  thus  continued 
satisfactory  progress  shown  in  the  number  of.  students 
examined,  in  the  number  of  papers- worked,  in  the  number 
passed,  and  in  the  number  of  first  classes.  The  reports  of 
the  examiners  as  to  the  quality  of  the  instruction  aflfbrded 
in  the  schools  were,  on  the  whole,  very  satisfactory. 

3.  Examinations  were  held  at  843  provincial  .and  79 
metropolitan  centres.  The  payments  to  teachers  on  the 
results  of  instruction  of  the  artizan  classes,  as  tested 
by  these  examidations,  amounted  for  the  year  1874  to 
36,7^9{.  2a.  Id.,  being  at  the  rate  of  13^.  lOd.  for  each 
person  under  instruction.

10.  Royal  School  of  Mi/iiea. — The  courses  of  instructioKz^ 
of  the  Royal  School  of  Mines  have  been  carried  on  paxtia^li^^ 
at  the  Museum  in  Jermyn  Street,  and  partially  in  the  nevi^ 
buildings  at  South  Kensington,  as  in  the  previous  yeai*^ 
The   details,  which  show  a  considerable  increase   in  tho 
number  of  pupils,  are  given  at  page  464. 

11.  The  chemical  laboratories  at  South  Kensington  have 
been  Ailly  attended  during  the  year,  and  several  applications 
for  admission  were  refused  for  want  of  accommodation. 
Besides  the   regular  courses  of  lectures  on  Mineral  and 
Organic  Chemistry,  a  special  class  for  higher  studies  in  the 
research  laboratory  was  established.     The  other  courses 
carried  on  at  South  Kensington  were  in  Biology,  Physics, 
and  Mechanics.  '  In  addition  to  the  regular  students  of  the 
School  of  Mines,  the  course  in  Chemistry  was  attended  by 
16  teachers  in  training,  that  in  Biology  by  10,  in  Physics 
12,  and  in  Mechanics  1 2  ;•  these  were  selected  from  a  large 
number  of  applicants  from  all  paxts  of  the  country. 

12.  Advantage  was  taken  of  the  vacation  to  enlarge, 
ventilate,  and  improve  the  metallurgical  laboratory  in 
Jermyn  Street,  which  is  now  capable  of  accommodating 
24  students  or  double  the  number  of  preceding  years.  The 
returns  of  the  attendance  are  given  at  page  466. 

13.  Boyal  College  of  Science  for  Ireland.  —  The  usual 
courses  of  lectures  were  given  during  the  year  and  the 
results  of  the  sessional  examiuations  were  satis&iCiory. 
The  total  number  of  individuals  who  attended  these  lectures 
was  60,  of  whom  26  were  associate  students  prosecuting 
the  full  three  years'  course  with  a  view  of  obtaining  the 
diploma  of  associate ;  the  corresponding  numbers  last  year 
were  40  and  22  respectively.  Short  courses  of  evening 
lectures,  intended  for  the  working  classes,  to  whom  they 
were  open  at  a  nominal  admission  free,  were  given  by 
some  of  the  professors ;  the  subjects  selected  were — 
Gold  Mining,  Sound,  and  Outlines  of  Vegetable  Physiology, 
Improvements  have  been  eflfected  in  several  departments  of

15.  The  Etching  Class  continues    to    repnxluce    Siitis-  st^^iunc 
fiictorily  objects  selected  fix>m  the   Museum  for  study  in  ^^^^^ 
local  Schools  of  Art. 

16.  Schools  of  ArL — New  schools  have  been  established  Sciiooi«o( 
at  Bamsley,  Barrow-in-Furness,  Bradford  (Church  Inst),  ^"^ 
Dollar,  West  Hartlepool,  Botherham,  Walsall,  and  Watford. 

The  number  of  Schools  of  Art  is  now  132.  The  total 
number  of  students  is  24,138. 

The  annual  increase  reported  in  previous  years  in  the 
work  done  in  the  schools  continues  to  be  steadily  main- 
tained. At  the  annual  examination  in  April  1874,  13,30G 
students  submitted  92,058  drawings  or  models  ;  the  corre- 
sponding numbers  in  1873  having  been  13,132  students, 
and  90,589  works.  In  this  competition  10,828  students, 
on  whose  account  payments  were  made  to  the  committees 
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of  the  Schools,   were  of  the  industrial  classes.      In  tl  r 
elementary  examinations  of  the  2nd  grade  5,190  studen_      ;

17.  NatioT^al    Competition.  —  The    number  of  work 
selected  for  the  National  Competition  was  1,600,  compose^.^^^ 
of  drawings  from  the  antique,  designs,  and  studies  in  lighj' 
and  shade  or  colour.     The  number  in  1873  was  1,480.

18.  Art  Night  CHasees. — The  number  of  students  has  in-"  ^r.- 
creased  firom  20,352  in  613  classes  to  21,851  in  653  classes.^-^ 
4,452  students  in  these  classes  passed  successful  exanfinations :  :^ 
of  the  2nd  grade,  950  obtained  2nd  grade  prizes,  and  388*  ::: 
obtained  prizes  for  works  sent  up  for  inspection. 

19.  Elementary  Day  Schools.  —  In  2,373  elementary  > 
schools  290,425  children  were  taugnt  drawing,  and.  211,141 
were  examined  at  the  annual  examination  in  March  1874. 
These  numbers,  compared  with  those  of  1873,  present  an 
increase  of  299  schools,  52,692  children  taught,  and  44,966 
examined,  the  corresponding  totals  in  1873  having  been 
2,074,  237,733,  and  166,175. 

20.  Training  Colleges  for  Elementary  School  Teachers. 
— A  t  the  examination  of  these  colleges,  in  November,  71 1 
teachers  obtained  certificates  for  drawing.  This  number 
shows  an  increase  of  75  on  that  of  the  preceding  year  when 
it  was  636. 

21.  Grants  in  aid  of  the  Purchase  of  Eocamples  and 
Apparatus, — In  1872  grants  amounting  to  1,7842.  195.  lie?, 
were  made  on  439  requisitions.  In  1873,  the  sum  granted 
was  1,6392.  19«.  lid  on  454  requisitions;  and  in  1874 
1,8552.  15«.  8c2.  on  516  requisitions.  These  grants  are 
supplemented  by  payments  from  Local  Committees,  who 
incur  part  of  the  cost  of  Examples  in  all  the  schools.

III. — South  Kensington  Museum. 

Since  our  last  report,  Mr.  Philip  Cunliffe  Owen  has 
'^en  appointed  Director  of  the  Museum,  by  promotion,  and 
has  entered  upon'  the  duties  of  his  office. 


*  In  1878  the  payment  was  raised  to  80«. 
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26.  New  Permanent  BuUdhtgs. — ^No  new  buildings  have 
been  erected  during  the  past  year.  In  the  existing  build- 
ings, the  following  works  have  been  executed :  —  the 
Mosaic  floor  of  the  North  Cloisters;  two  stained  glass 
windows  and  the  enamelled  iron  ceiling  in  the  refreshment 
rooms ;  and  some  blinds,  drawn  and  designed  by  the  Art 
students,  in  the  upper  windows  of  the  New  South  Court. 

27.  Works  of  Fine  Art. — The  Director  for  Art  reports 
that  the  paintings  under  his  charge  are  in  a  satisfactory 
condition.  A  second  "  Historical  Series  of  Water  Colour 
Paintings  "  has  been  formed  for  the  purpose  of  circulation 
to  the  provincial  Schools  of  Art,  and  a  third  is  in  progress 
with  the  same  object.  Forty-five  works  have  been  added 
to  the  Museum  collection  during  the  year;  of  these,  5 
were  presented  or  bequeathed,  and  37  were  purchased. 
Mr.  Eedgrave's  report  will  be  found  at '  page  445  of  the 

Appendix.       ' 

28.  Art  Museuum.  Gifts, — A  detailed  list  of  the  various 
gifts  will  be  found,  at  p.  413  of  the  Appendix.  The  most 
important  is  that  of  the  late  Mr.  Alexander  Barker,  who 
has  bequeathed  to  the  Museum  the  furniture  of  a  Venetian 
boudoir  of  the  18th  century,  consisting  of  a  set  of  chairs, 
couch,  tapestries,  &c 

29.  Loans. — ^Many  fine  works  have  been  added  to  the 
Loan  Collection  of  Art  Objects ;  among  others  may  be  men- 
tioned a  collection  of  Dresden,  Sevres,  Chelsea,  and  other 
porcelain  ;  goldsmith's  work;  ivories,  jade,  &c.,  lent  by  Mrs. 
Lee  Mainwaring  and  the  Hon.  W.  F.  B.  Mainwaring  ;  and 
a  collection  of  Retire  porcelain  lent  by  the  Count  Corti. 

A  collection  of  gold  and  other  objects  from  Ashanti,  in- 
cluding the  state  umbrella  of  King  Koffee  Kalkalli,  lent 
by  Your  Majesty,  was  exhibited  for  some  time  in  the  North 

Court. 

Lists  of  the  objects  received  on  loan  during  1874,  with 
the  names  of  the  contributors,  will  be  found  at  p.  411. 

30.  A  Special  Loan  Exhibition  of  Wm^ks  of  Ena)fnd 
on  Metal  was  held  during  the  months  of  June,  July, 
August,  and  September,  in  continuation  of  the  series  of 
such  special  exhibitions  begun  in  1862.  Photographs  of 
some  of  the  best  specimens,  coloured  after  the  originals, 
appear  in  the  catalogue  prepared  for  the  occasion. 

31.  Purchases. — Several  important  acquisitions  have  been 
made  during  the  past  year.  The  whole  of  the  collection 
belonging  to  Mr.  John  Webb, — originally  received  on  loan, — 
consisting  of  goldsmith's  work,  enamels,  and  ecclesiastical 
metal  work,  &c,,  has  now  been  purchased  ;  also  a  collection 
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of  old  silver,  &ic,,  from  Mr.  Bond ;  and  a  further  portion  of 
tlje  interesting  collection  of  Indian  objects  belonging  to 
3Ir.  William  Tayler. 

A  collection  of  Persian  objects  is  in  course  of  formation, 
and  it  is  expected  that  large  additions  will  be  made  to  it 
during  the  coming  year. 

32.  ReproducHoTis. — Several  large  and  important  works  Beproduo- 
of  reproduction  have  been  received  from  abroad  and  placed  ^^^^ 

in  the  new  Architectural  comta  The  great  cast  of  Trajan's 
column,  referred  to  in  our  last  report,  has  now  been  com- 
pleted, and  among  the  other  recent  additions  to  this  col- 
lection may  be  mentioned  the  choir  stalls  of  the  cathedral 
at  Ulm,  by  Jorg  Syrlin,  about  A.D.  14j69,  and  the  repro- 
duction in  metal  of  a  Corona  Lucis,  the  original  of  which 
was  presented  to  the  cathedral  of  HUdesheim  by  its  Bishop 
Hezilo,  about  AD.  104i4i.  The  paper  reproductions  of 
ancient  and  mediseval  works  in  Mosaic  have  also  been 
laigely  added  to  during  the  year. 

33.  Circulation  of  Art  Objects, — The  demands  for  loans  circuiatiiig 
of  art  objects,  pictu!res,  and  scientific  apparatus,  &c.,  from  ^^°"®<***°^ 
provincial  Schools  of  Art  and  institutions  connected  with 

them  continue  to  increase.  Upwards  of  8,000  objects  have 
l^een  withdrawn  Irom  the  Museum  to  meet  these  applica- 
tions, principally  in  aid  of  the  following  local  exhibitions  of 
Art  and  Industry: — ^Blackburn,  held  from  June  to  Sep- 
tember, for  the  benefit  of  a  permanent  museum  and  library ; 
Bristol,  from  8th  to  12th  June,  for  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Bath  and  West  of  England  Society ;  Inverness,  from 
16th  to  30th  September,  in  aid  of  a  fimd  for  a  permanent 
museum  and  School  of  Art;  Wick,  from  October  to 
November,  in  aid  of  a  fund  to  establish  a  School  of  Art ; 
King's  Lynn,  from  12th  to  24th  October,  partly  in  aid  of 
a  School  of  Art  fund ;  and  Eyde,  from  December  to 
January,  in  aid  of  the  existing  School  of  Art.  The  details 
of  these  loans  and  of  the  attendance  and  receipts  from 
admission  fees,  are  given  in  the  Appendix  to  the  report  of 
the  Director  at  p.  422. 

34.  Provincial  Museama  and  Deposit  Loams. — The  loans  Deposit 
already  on  deposit  at  the  Nottingham  Museum  of  Science  ^^°*' 
and  w&j't  and  the  Burslem  Wedgwood  Memorial  Institute, 
have  been  continued^  and  a  similar  collection  has  {;>een  sent 

to  the  Smith  Institute  at  Stirling.  Arrangements  are  also 
being  made  for  the  loan  of  objects  to  the  Museum  in  the 
Fine  Art  Galleries  of  the  Birmingham  and  Midland  Insti- 
tute, as  a  means  of  special  aid  to  the  Class  for  Design  in 
the  School  of  Art,  with  which  the  Institute  is  connected.

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1.  Report  on  Science  Schools  and  Classes  by  Major 

Donnelly,  B,E.  * 

The  results  of  the  work  in  the  Science  Schools  during  the  year  ending 
May  1874  were,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  subjoined  table,  very  encour- 
aging. Not  only  was  there  an  increase  in  the  number  of  schools  and  in 
the  number  of  students  under  instruction,  but  the  results  of  instruction, 
as  tested  by  the  May  examination,  were  also  better  than  in  1873.  In 
that  year  48,546  students  were  under  instruction,  and  19,063,  or 
1  in  2*54,  were  successful  in  passing  at  the  examination,  while  last 
year  22,691  out  of  53,050  under  instruction,  or  a  proportion  of  1  in  2 '33 
were  successful.  It  is  also  very  satisfactory  to  find  how  many  continue 
their  studies  from  one  year  to  another.  It  appears  that  of  those  who 
were  successful,  no  less  than  about  9,7(K)  had  been  successful  in  previous 
years.  The  increase  in  numbers  ran  through  nearly  all  the  subjects. 
The  only  subjects  showing  a  slight  falling  off  were  Mineralogy,  Metal- 
lurgy, and  Biology.  The  reduced  numbers'  in  this  last  subject  are 
readily  accounted  foir  by  the  change  in  the  syllabus  and  re-arrangement 
of  the  subjects  which  took  place  during  the  previous  year,  a  large  number 
of  the  students  coming  up  now  in  Elementary  Botany.

The  qoestioii  of  tbe  age  at  which  etudents  may  with  advantage .  be  Age  of 
taught  Sdenoe  has  been  much  diacnased.    And  it  is  evident  that  the  Students. 
two  gratt  difficulties  in  arriving  at  any  satisfiu^ory  concduaion  are  the 
indeSniteneaa  of  the  natore  and  standard  of  scientific  knowledge  con- 
templated, and  the  limited  and  accidental  nature  of  the  experience  of 
teachers. 


The  relation  of  success  to  age  determined  over  very  large  numbera,  in 
various  branches  of  Science,  and  with  very  fairly  defined  standards  of 
attainment^  will,  therefore,  I  trust,  be  interesting  and  useful. 

In  order  to  show  the  results  of  the  experience  of  this  Department  as 
clearly  and  readily  as  possible,  I  have  had  a  diagram  prepared,  which 
will  he  found  at  p.  12.  '  This  is  based  on  the  combined  results  of  two 
examinations  in  all  the  subjects  of  Science.  The  nature  of  the  scientific 
knowledge  reouired  in  the  elementary  and  the  advanced  stages  is  stated 
precisely  in  uie  syllabus  of  the  various  subjects.  The  nature  of  the 
examination  is  known  by  the  examination  papers  which  are  published. 
It  is  only  necessary  to  add  that  •  the  per-centage  for  a  simnle  pass  is 
about  30  per  cent,  of  the  marks  obtainable,  but  coupled  with  the  con- 
dition, to  prevent  cram,  that  certain  essential  questions  are  answered. 

It  is  striking  to  see  with  what  regularity — if  we  reject  those  points 
which  are  fixed  by  the  average  of  very  small  numbers,  and  may,  there- 
fore, possibly  be  aberrations  due  to  the  accidental  circumstances  of  a 
few  students — ^both  curves  rise  rapidly  from  the  11th  to  the  20th  ^ear,  and 
then  more  gradually  onwards  to  the  40th  year,  when  they  begm  to  fall. 
It  is  also  veiy  satisfactory  to  see  how  steadily,  except  in  one  unimpor- 
tant instance,  the  curve  of  the  advanced  stage  keeps  below  that  of  the 
elementary  stage,  showing  with  what  care  the  work  of  examination  is 
done,  and  the  perfect  way  in  which  it  has  been  syatematized,  for  the 
examiners  Jcnow  nothing  of  ^he  ages  of  the  students  whose  papers  they 
are  marking.  At  the  same  time  this  table  clearly  proves  that  notwith- 
standing the  accidents  and  difficulties  inherent  in  examinations  they 
may  with  proper  care  be  employed  as  a  thoroughly  dependable  test  of 
the  work  of  instruction. 

It  is  curious  how  much  more  closely  the  cur^^e  .of  the  advanced  stage 
approaches  that  of  the  elementary  stage  up  to  the  1 7th  year  than  after- 
wards, in  one  case  even  rising  above  it,  but  as  a  rule  being  only  one

16  teachers  in  training  went  throut 
autumn  and  winter  course  in  the  chemical  laboratory,  while  ^ 
that  in  Biology,  12  in  Phyisics,  and  12  in  Mechanics ;  these  W( 
from  150  applicants. 

An  abstract  of  the  returns  made  by  the  schools  of  the   fe 
students  for  Science  instruction  in  England,,  Scotland  and 
given  in  the  following  table.     It  will  be  seen  that  while   th^ 
student  in  England  and  Wales  remains  nearly  the  same  as 
there  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  Scotland  and  Ireland. 

The  number  of  competitors  for  the  three  Royal  Exhibitioi 
Royal  School  of  Mines,  and  for  the  three  to  the  Royal  College  oi 
Dublin,  was  54  as  against  68  in  the  previous  year ;  the  stai 
attainment  of  the  competitors  was  however  quite  as  high. 

The  number  of  local  exhibitions  to  which  the  locality  and  t. 
each  contiibuted  25/.,  which^  were  established  last  year,    wa^ 
addition   to  these  2  exhibitions^  were    renewed.       Considerii 
advantages  ofiPered  by  these  exhibitions  and  the  amount  of  tfa* 
aid,  this  cannot  be  looked  upon  in  any  way  as  a  satisfia^ctory  num 

The  elementary  school  and  Science  and  Art  scholarships,  to  e:. 
which  the  locality  contributes  5/.,  which  are  supplemented  by  51.  aii 
respectively  by  this  Department,  do  not  receive  the  sjupport  xvhic 
would  expect ;  there  were  only  35  elementary  school  scnolarsfcip^ 
44  Science  and  Art  scholarships  as  against  32  of  the  former>  ^^ 
of  the  latter  established  in  the  previous  year. 

The  apparatus  grants  amounted    to    853/.    15^.    3id,    as    a^^ 
739/.  15s.  6d.  in  the  previous  year;  the  laboratory  grants  were  m 
to  66  schools  with  853  students  as  against  51  schools  with  444  stude 
in  the  previous  year;  they  amounted  to  50?/.  10s.  and  392/.  6s.   resp« 
tively.    Building  grants  were  made  to  schools  at  Great  Yarmouth,  Stok 
upon-Trent,  and  Watford. 

The  new  rules,  framed  in  accordance  with  Sir  Joseph  Whitworih' 
memorandam  of  the  7th  July  1873  (See  Appendix  A.,  p.  24, 21st  Report} 
came  into  operation  last  year,  six  scholars  instead  of  10  only  bein>. 
appointed.  There  were  64  competitors,  of  whom  35  passed  the 
theoretical  examination,  and  25  were  selected  for  the  practical  examina- 
tion at  Sir  J.  Whitworth's  works  at  Manchester.  In  the  preceding 
year  there  were  72  competitors,  of  whom  51  passed  the  theoretical 
examination,  and  39  stood  sufficiently  high'  to  be  sent  forward  to  the 
practical  examination. 

It  is  too  soon  to  be  able  to  form  a  satisfactory  opinion  of  the  effect  of 
the  new  rules  for  the  Whitworth  scholarships,  but  the  restrictions  are

The  extension  of  Art  instruction  is  promoted  hj  regulations  under  Objecfs  of 
which  aid  is  given  : —  the  grant 

First,  to  fiementarj  Schools  for  the  Poor  where  drawing  is  taught 
concurrently  with  reading  and  writing,  and  is  speciadly  directed 
to  the  improyement  and  refinement  of  the  perceptive  powers  of 
•  the  children ; 

Second,  to  Diocesan  and  other  Training  Colleges,  in  which  the  teachers 
of  elementary  schools  obtain  certificates  as  teachers  of  drawing ; 

Third,  to  Night  Classes  for  children  above  12  years  of  age  and  artisans ; 
in  these  classes  the  primary  instruction  of  the  children  is  carried 
further  than  in  the  Elementary  Schools,  and  they  are  associated 
with  adult  students  in  the  study  of  form,  light  and  shade,  and 
linear  drannng ; 

Fourth,  to  Schools  of  Art  which  are  entirely  devoted  to  Art  instruc- 
tion, and  where  the  student,  after  having  obtained  sound  ele- 
mentary knowledge,  {)ursues  the  technical  study  of  Art  in  the 
direction  reouired  by  his  occupation ; 

nfth,  to  sclectea  students  of  Local  Schools  of  Art,  to  enable  them 
to  attend  the  National  Art  Training  School,  which  is  maintained 
for  training  Art  teachers,  designers,  or  Art  workmen. 

EUmemtary  Schools. — ^The  number  of  Elementary  Schools  in  which  Elementary 
drswinff  is  taught,  has  risen  during  the  year  1873-74  from  2,074  to  2,373,  Schools. 
to  wiiiim  grants  have  been  made  on  account  of  instruction  and  examples, 
amounting  to  17,^3/.  6«.  \0d.,  or  an  everage  of  7/.  7^.  Sd.,  per  school. 
The  value  set  upon  drawing  by  many  school  boards  will  probably  much 
extend  this  instruction  not  only  in  board  schools,  but,  as  the  study  is 
popular  with  the  parents  of  the  children,  in  schools  desirous  of  main- 
taining an  equal  standard  of  education  with  that  in  those  schools.  The 
London  School  Board  now  requires  its  teachers  to  hold  the  certificate  of 
qualification  to  teach  drawing,  and  this  is  the  case  also  with  some  uro* 
vincial  boards.    193  schools  examined  in  1873  were  not  examinen  in 

TYaitting  Colleges, — ^Table  B.,  p.  246.  The  number,  711,  of  cer-  Training 
tificatea  for  drawing  obtained,  exceeded  by  75  those  obtained  in  1873,  Oolleges. 
showing  that  the  increased  attention  given  to  the  subiect  in  that  year 
has  been  maintained  in  1874.  153  teachers  completed  their  qualifica- 
tioD  for  certificate  D.  at  examinations  not  held  in  the  training  schools, 
so  that  a  total  of  864  elementary  school  teachers  has  this  year  been 
added  to  the  list  of  those  oualifiea  to  teach  drawing. 

Art  Night  Classes, — ^Table  C,  p.  248.  These  classes  have  increased  Night 
from  613  to  653,  notwithstanding  the  feict  that  109  of  them  which  were  csiasses. 
examined  in  1873,  did  not  apply  for  examination  in  1874.  It  is  to  be 
r^retted  that  so  large  a  number  of  classes  having  once  comnieaoe4 
should  be  unable  to  maintain  themselves,  but  it  is  to  be  accounted  for, 
in  part,  by  the  large  number  of  persons  who  are  now  eligible  to  earn 
payments  as  teachers,  many  of  wnom,  as  appears  by  the  reports  of  the 
mspectors,  open  classes  without  earnest  support  firom  the  local  Committee 
or  managers,  who  sometimes  take  but  a,  nominal  part  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  classes,  leaving  the  teacher  to  bear  the  whole  cost  of  exam- 
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Appendix  C.  v}^^>  ligl^ting,  &c.    In  such  cases,  the  outfit  of  the  class  is  meagre  and 
—      '  defective,  and  little  inducement  is  held  out  to  students  to  persevere  by 
^^Ab"  ^'  *^®  evidence  good  examples  would  suggest  of  the  advantage  of  working 
through  the  mrst  stages  of  instruction. 

The  amount  of  aid  given  to  Art  Night  Classes  in  direct  grants  was 
ofi\7l*,  or  an  average  of  11/.  6s,  per  school  examined. 

The  results  show  a  fair  increase  in  the  standard  of  attainment,  388 
prizes  having  been  awarded ;  still  the  works  sent  up  from  manj  classes 
show,  by  a  prevalence'  of  commonplace  examples  of  figure,  landscapes, 
and  animals,  that  the  wishes,  or  whims,  of  students  are  too  much  studied, 
and  that  the  use  of  examples  calling  for  close  observation,  and  careful 
exercise  of  judgment  on  the  part  of  the  student,  is  not  sufficiently 
insisted  on.  The  awards  of  grants  on  results  are,  however,  adapted  to 
the  correction  of  this  defect,  bv  giving  higher  value  to  compact  sets 
of  elementarv  works  carefully  drawn,  and  showing,  by  progressiva  im- 
provement, the  efficient  supervision  of  the  teacher,  than  to  such  works 
as  being  executed  in  a  careless  or  slovenly  manner,  give  little  evidence 
of  good  teaching. 

'Fhe  list  of  teachers  of ^  Art  Night  Classes  most  successful  in  their 
instruction  is  given  at  page  272.  As  pointed  out  in  Mr.  Iselin's  report, 
it  shows  the  advautage  to  a  class  of  having  a  teacher  holding  a  certificate 
of  the  third  grade. 

Science  Classes, — ^Table  D.  is  a  list  of  the  science  classes  which  com- 
pete for  payments  for  artistic  merit  in  scientific  drawings. 

Examination  for  Prizes  only, — ^Table  E.,  page  276,  gives  the  results 
of  examinations  held  in  schools  not  entitled  to  payments  on  results. 
Schools  of         Schools  of  Art, — At  pages  278  to  339  are  abstracts  from  the  reports 
Art.  made  by  the  secretaries  of  Schools  of  Art.     At  page  340,  table  F., 

shows  the  results  of  the  examinations  in  these  schools.  These  -schools 
are  of  sufficient  imnortance  to  be  of  much  interest  to  the  towns  in  which 
they  are  established,  and  the  rules  of  the  Department  being  well  under* 
stood  in  them,  the  average  result  varies  but  little,  though  a  gradual 
rise  in  the  general  level  may  be  perceived^  on  examining  the  figures  at 
the  foot  of  tne  table. 

This  vear  the  examiners  report  that  many  drawings  from  the  flat 
appeared  to  be  the  result  of  too  great  an  expenditure  of  time.  No 
amount  of  completeness  or  of  delicacy  of  execution  can  be  too  great 
when  a  student  has  made  sufficient  progress  to  obtain  it  in  reasonable 
time,  but  the  painful  labour  given  to  the  production  of  elaborate 
drawings,  before  previous  exercise  has  qualified  the  student  to  attempt 
them,  is  to  be  discouraged. 

The  examiners  will  in  future  award  prizes  to  careful  sets  of  elemen- 
tary works,  though  no  single  drawing  may  be  of  great  elaboration. 

Table  G.,  page  343,  gives  the  amount  of  fees  paid  in  each  School  of 
Art,  and  the  amount  received  from  the  Department  and  other  sources. 
It  will  be  seen  from  this  table  how  large  a  share  is  borne  by  the  morning 
classes  in  maintaining  the  schools  which  are  available  for  the  use  of 
industrial  students  in  the  evening. 

Table  H.,  page  346,  brings  the  numbers  under  instruction  in  art, 
in  all  the  schools  or  classes  under  inspection,  together,  and  shows  that 
the  healthy  gradual  increase,  which  has  been  maintained  since  IS6^, 
continues. 

Table  I.,  pa^e  347,  shows  how  the  grants  on  results  are  distributed 
among  the  various  schools  and  classes.  The  large  amount  paid  on 
account  of  elementary  instruction  is  a  prominent  feature  of  the  return. 

Table  J.  is  a  list  of  schools  to  which  building  grants  have  been  made. 
Three  new  schools  fulfilled  the  requisite  conditions  for  payment  during 
the  financial  year,  1874-5,  and  several  are  in  progress. 
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Table  K.  gives  iii  detail  the  nature  and  cost  of  the  art  prizes  actuallj  Appendix  C. 
issued  during  the  year.  Scho^  of 

Table  L.,  page  354,  is  a  list  of  schools  and  classes  to  whidi  aid  has  Abt. 
been  granted  on  account  of  examples.  Of  124  Schools  of  Art,  56 
appear  to  have  made  claims  for  assistance  in  this  respect,  and  from  the 
secretary's  reports  we  find  that  695/.  has  been  expended  from  the  funds 
of  the  schools  for  examples  during  the  year.  The  masters  of  68  schools 
visited  London  to  see  the  works  in  the  National  Competition. 

At  page  373  is  a  list  of  masters  to  whom  awards  were  made  for  sue- 
oeufdl  teaching.  It  is  followed  bj  table  M.,  showing  the  distribution 
cf  these  awards  since  1868. 

Tbe  report  of  the  Examiners  of  the  National  competition  is  given  at  National 
page   365,  with  a  tabular  statement  of  their  awards  at  page  367.  ^^^' 
Thtj  continue  to  express  satisfieurtion  with  the  results,  and  observe  that 
the  works  showed  a  generally  advanced  level  of  attainment,  though,  as 
is  also  to  be  expected,  the  report  dwells  on  points  in  which  they  think 
impgovenient  desirable.

Hastiing  and  Mias  Eleanor  S.  Wood,  both  of  the  Manchester  School 
of  Art.

Etching  Class, — This  class  was  attended  by  an  average  of  7  students. 

Mr.  Barlow  reports  as  follows : — "  The  work  done  during  the  past 

year  consists  of  26  plates,  being  examples  of  goldsmiths'  work,  bronze 

and  other  objects  of  art  in  the  Museum,  including  four  water-colour 

drawings.  The  class  has  met  40  days,  and  premiums  to  students 
"  have  been  awarded  amounting  to  45/.  3s,,  an  average  of  1/.  I5s,  each 
''  etching.    The  progress  made  I  consider  very  satisfaictoiT'." 

The  class  for  instruction  in  Decorative  Art  under  Mr.  Moody  consists 
of  seven  National  Scholars,  who,  under  arrangements  referred  to  in  my 
last  report,  have  been  occupied  in  systematic  study  of  objects  in  the 
Museum,  classified  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Minute  of 
Oct.  22nd,  1874,  and  in  designing.  Mr.  Moody  reports  that  the 
stadents  are  painstaking  and  industrious,  and  likely  to  acquire  a  com- 
prehensive knowledge  of  the  subjects  of  their  study ;  while  some  of  them 
hare  formed  valuable  collections  of  drawings  useful  to  them  in  their 
occupations,  and  Mr.  Redgrave  and  myself,  having  examined  the  works 
produced  in  the  session  ending  in  February,  concur  in  considering  that 
they  exhibit  a  marked  improvement.

OF  Schools  of  Art.

Of  91,000  drawings  of  all  kinds  sent  up  from  Schools  of  Art,  1,600 
were  selected  for  reference  to  the  National  Competition. 

Drawings  from  the  antique  were  first  examined,  and  the  award  of  the 
gold  medal  for  that  section  of  study  has  heen  made  to  a  drawing  in 
which  the  action  of  the  figure  and  its  breadth  of  light  and  shade  have 
been  successfully  combined  with  a  delicate  rendering  of  its  detail. 
Two  silver  and  five  bronze  medals  were  also  awarded  to  whole  length 
figures.  From  the  variety  in  the  modes  of  execution  of  these  suc- 
cessful works,  the  teachers  and  students  will  perceive  that  awards  are 
made  'to  encourage  excellence  of  drawing  conibined  with  the  effort  to 
produce  thoroughly  complete  studies.  It  is,  however,  suggested  that 
too  much  time  is  spent  in  the  mechanical  process  of  stippling  the  sur- 
face of  such  studies.  A  more  free  rendering  is  perfectly  compatible  with 
the  essentials  of  a  oorrect  and  firm  outline,  vigour  and  expression  of 
action,  and  precision  and  refinement  in  the  detaiUs  of  figures.  It  is  also 
remarked  that  in  some  of  the  drawings  in  which  the  stump  has  been 
used,  the  drawings  are  too  black,  suggesting  that  thev  have  been  copied 
from  dark  or  polished  figures  instead  of  from  the  light  surface  of  plaster 
casts. 

The  examiners  reluctantly  withheld  the  gold  medal  for  a  group  bf 
still  life  in  oil  as  a  composition  of  colour.  Some  studies,  though  stiarp 
in  definition,  were  hard  and  wanting  in  gradation  and  in  the  variety  of 
relief  and  of  surface  which  should  have  resulted  from  a  closer  observa- 
tion of  the  objects  represented.  In  other  studies,  although  the  effect  of 
light  and  shadow  is  successfully  rendered,  the  executive  manipulation  of 
important  foreground  objects  ^vas  very  defective  owing  to  the  too  abun- 
dant use  of  a  coarse  impasto.  Where  it  is  possible  teachers  should 
specially  call  the  attention  of  students  to  the  fine  treatment  of  still-life 
by  the  Dutch  masters  in  the  various  galleries  of  Art.  They  will  find  in 
these  works  how  perfectly  breadth  ana  large  treatment  may  be  combined 
with  the  utmost  refinement  of  technical  skill  in  the  brush  handling  of  the 
surface.  Several  studies  of  some  merit  were  much  smaller  than  the  size 
prescribed  in  the  regulations  for  the  competition. 

Considerable  success  has  been  obtained  in  a  branch  of  study  which 
is  especially  valuable  to  the  ornamentist,  namely,  the  rapid  painting  of 
flowers  and  foliage  from  nature ;  and  when  this  is  combined  with  the 
analysis  of  floral  forms,  a  sound  preparation  has  been  made  for  the 
practice  of  such  design  as  is  independent  of  the  human  figure.  The 
introduction  of  the  fi^re  in  ornament,  requires  an  analogous  course  of 
study  of  anatomy  and  of  the  living  model,  to  give  that  structural  know- 
ledge necessary  for  success  in  such  design. 

The  designs  for  textile  fabrics  present  a  general  improvement  in  taste 
and  in  the  management  of  colour ;  and  the  best  designs  for  goldsmiths' 
metal  work,  either  drawn  or  modelled,  show  an  appreciation  of  the  proper

Mbdals.     character,  in  regulating  and  binding  together  the  elements  of  a  design. 

Drawings  for  open  ironwork,  such  as  gates,  grilles,  or  railings,  should 

not  be  sent  in  in  mere  outline,  but  should  be  tinted  in  such  a  way  as  to 

show  readily  the  relative  quantities  of  the  n^aterial  and  the  inter-spaces, 

or  in  other  words,  of  the  **  voids  "  and  "  solids." 

The  competing  works  in  the  figure  stages  of  the  modelling  sections 

.    were  not  numerous,  but  much  sound  and  careful  work  in  the  stages  of 

ornament  was  found  worthy  of  reward. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that;  the  competition  was  characterized  by 
a  generally  advanced  level  of  attainment,  observable  as  well  in  the 
advanced  as  in  the  elementary  studies.

The  Worshipful  Company  of  PlastererB,  Liondon,  offered  the  under-

An  original  design,  drawn  in  pencil  or  monochrome,  and  capable 
of  being  executed  in  plaster,  in  low  relief,  for  the  decoration  of  one 
panel  forming  a  portion  of  the  side  of  a  room  18  feet  in  height.  The 
design  diould  show  the  whole  decoration  from  floor  to  ceiling,  but 
shoidd  not  extend  beyond  the  width  of  the  panel,  which  is  to  be  leSs 
than  its  height.

Training  Schools. 


Sib, 

I  HAVE  the  pleasure  to  suhmit  my  annual  report  on  the  National 
Art  Training  School  for  the  year  ending  3l8t  July  \o7^.  I  am  happy  to 
say  that  it  exhibits  a  steady  maintenance  of  its  attractiveness  and  effi- 
ciency. In  the  period  over  which  this  report  extends,  from  1st  October 
1873,  to  31st  July  1874,  the  number  of  '* students  in  training*^  receiving 
instruction  has  been  44,  and  of  " national  scholars"  15.  lliese  besides 
Being  free  students  receive  weekly  allowances  varying  from  10;.  to  3Qs. 

During  the  year  the  Art  Schools  at  Ryde,  Emnburgh,  Birmingham.. 
Worcester,  and  Nottingham  have  received  the  temporary  assistance  of 
teachers  from  the  Tnuning  School,  and  Art .  Masters  have  been  ap- 

Sainted  from  its  classes  to  the  schools  of  Keighley,  Tavistock,  Ryde, 
hrewabu^,  Bamsley,  Barrow-on-Furness,  and  Southampton,  during 
the  same  time. 

Three  students  in  training  have  retired  from  the  class  receiving 
allowances,  one  from  iU-health,  one  from  the  death  of  a  parent,  and  one 
on  having  obtained  five  certificates. 

During  the  year  the  Art  Schools  of  Kilmarnock,  Cardiff,  Leeds, 
Coventry,  Kendal,  Bridport,  and  Darlington  have  each  sent  one 
student  to  the  class  of  students  in  training,  and  the  school  at  South 
Kensington  has  contributed  five,  fmcluding  two  female  students,)  making 
a  total  of  12  received  into  the  class  in  the  year. 

The  Art  Schools  of  Belfitft,  Warrington,  and  South  Kensington  have 
sent  each  one  national  scholar,  and  Birmingham  two,  to  the  school 
during  the  year. 

Thirteen  students  in  training  have  been  engaged  in  giving  instruc- 
tion in  district  schools  and  elementary  day  schools  in  London,  as  a  part 
of  their  training.  Two  national  scholars  have  left,  their  time  having 
expired.  One  went  to  an  engagement  as  designer  for  lace,  and  one  is 
engaged  as  a  glass  painter  in  London. 

A  total  number  of  116  students  h&ve  attended  the  schools  without 
payment  of  fees ;  these  have  consisted  of  44  students  in  training,  15 
national  scholars,  22  who  had  won  firee-studentships  by  obtaining  medals 
in  the  annual  national  competition,  or  hj  passing  examination  of  the 
highest  grade ;  20  men  of  the  Royal  Engmeera  received  free  instruction, 
and  the  remainder  consisted  of  students  formerlv  in  training,  and  ex- 
national  scholars ;  22  students  have  been  admitted  on  payment  of  half- 
"  fees." 

Tlie  number  of  individual  students  of  all  classes  attending  the  schools 
during  the  year  has  been  728,  of  these  390  were  males,  and  338  femaies. 
The  total  amount  of  fees  paid  by  them  was  2,552/.  I5s, ;  of  this  sum 
352/.  I2s.  was  paid  by  evening  students  only,  and  the  balance,  2,200/.  3s. 
by  day  students. 

The  schools  were  open  for  study  203  days  during  the  year ;  the  small- 
est attendance  recorded  being  151  on  the  24th  December,  and  the  largest 
423  on  the  28th  November  1873.  The  total  number  of  attendances  on 
the  203  days  was  66,681,  and  the  average  daily  attendance  328.  These 
numbers,  as  compared  with  last  year,  show  an  increase  of  96/.  10^.  in 
fees,  of  five  in  number  of  students,  of  937  in  the  total  number  of  atten- 
dances, and  of  6ight  in  the  average  daily  attendance. 

In  xhe  annual  National  Competition  of  1874,  the  general  or  fee- 
paying  students  of  these  schools,  won  4  gold  medals,  3  silver  medids. 
and  7  bronze  medals,  7  Queen's  prists  of  books,  and  54  prizes  of  books 
in  the  Local  Competition.    The  students  in  training,  and  the  national 
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scholars  won  in  the  same  con^petition,  2  gold  medals^  4  silver  medals.  Appendix  C 
1 1  bronze  medals,  and  3  Queen's  prizes  of  books,  making  a  total  of   ^^^^^^ 
6  gold  medals,  7  silver,  and  18  bronze  medals,  10  Queen's  prizes  of 
books,  and  54  local  prizes,  wqn  by  the  students  of  these  schools. 
Fifteen  siTudents  also  obtained  awards  for  passing  in  one  or  more  subjects 
of  the  1st  Certificate,  3rd  Grade* 

At  the  2nd  grade  examination  in  May  last,  which  consists  of  ex- 
aminations by  printed  papers  in  geometry  and  perspective,  and  exercises 
in  freehand  and  model  drawing,  73  students  "passed,"  22 won " prizes," 
and  18  students  obtained  certificates  of  the  2na  grade. 

At  the  3rd  or  highest  grade  examinations  23  students  of  this  school 
obtained  the  teacher's  certificate. 

During  the  year,  11  students  have  been  recommended  from  these 
schools  for  admission  to  the  Royal  Academy,  seven  of  whom  were 
admitted. 

"  The  Council  of  the  Art  Union  of  London,  in  July  1873,  ofiPered  two 
premiums,  one  of  35/.,  and  one  of  15/.,  to  be  competed  for  by  past  or 
present  students  in  Schools  of  Art  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  in  which 
painting  or  pottery  is  taught." 

Both  prizes  were  taken  by  students  of  these  schools.  The  first  of 
351.  by  R.  Abraham,  and  the  second  of  15/.  by  J.  Eyre. 

Of  the  annual  prizes  offered  by  the  Worshipful  Company  of  Goldsmiths, 
which  amount  to  225/.,  for  "  designs,  models  and  execution  of  works  in 
'*  the  precious  metals."  Prizes  to  the  amount  of  150/.  were  taken  by 
ex-students  of  these  schools. 

A  prize  of  5/.  was  offered  by  Dr.  Zerffi,  for  a  design  in  outline — 
subject,  "The  Death  of  Virginia,"  from  Lord  Macaulay's  "Lays  of 
Ancient  Rome."  This  prize  was  divided  between  Mr.  A.  G.  Webster, 
and  Mr.  A.  H.  Gear. 

Some  of  the  students  of  the  national  scholar  class  have,  during  a 
portion  of  the  year,  been  employed  in  drawing  on  wood  the  illustra- 
tions for  the  catalogues  "  Indian  Art  in  the  South  Kensington  Mu- 
"  seum,"  by  Lieut.  H.  H.  Cole,  R.E.,  published  by  the  Department, 
and  of  the  Trajan  Column,  by  J.  Hungerford  Pollen,  Esq.  Several 
others  are  occupied  in  preparing  etchings  and  drawings  on  wood  for  the 
illustration  of  a  catalogue  of  the  goldsmiths  work  in  the  Museum,  now 
in  course  of  preparation.  Besides  this,  five  female  students  have  been 
employed  in  painting  photographs  from  the  magnificent  collection  of 
furniture  belongiuff  to  Sir  R.  Wallace,  now  at  the  Bethnal  Green 
Museum.  Five  oniers  and  two  male  students  are  now  engaged  on 
photograph  copies  of  some  of  the  very  fine  Limoges  Enamels  lent  during 
the  past  year  to  the  South  Kensington  Museum. 

On  an  average  7  students  have  attended  the  Etching  Class  under  the 
instruction  of  Mr.  T.  O.  Barlow,  A.E.R.A.

1.  Miu  Wylde's  Keport  on  the  Science  and  Akt    Schools, 

inspected  by  him  in  1874. 

The  total  number  of  Science  and  Art  classes  in  the  United  Kinpfdom 
is  very  much  the  same  this  year  as  last,  showinjir,  however,  on  the  whole 
a  slight  increase,  but  in  the  three  countries  the  difference  is  very  marked. 
In  England  there  has  been  an  increase  of  13  per  cent. ;  in  Scotland  the 
number  of  classes  is  as  nearly  as  possible  the  same  as  last  year;  whilst 
Science         in  Ireland  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  about  40  per  cent.     This  great 
Classes,  Ire-  decrease  in  Ireland  may,  however,  be  attributable  to  the  action  of  the 
land.  Department.    For  some  years  it  has  been  manifest  that  in  Ireland  the 

local  committees  as  governing  bodies  of  the  classes  could  not  be  relied 
on.     At  the  close  of  the  usual  annual  examinations  in  May,  the  exa- 
miners always  report  the  occurrence  of  a  certain  number  of  cases  of 
irregularity ;  and  although  the  number  of  Science  and  Art  classes  esta- 
blished in  Ireland  is  less  than  one-fourth  of  the  total  number  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  there  are  twice  as  many  irregularities  reported  from 
Ireland  as  from  all  the  rest  of  the  classes  together.      I  think   this, 
however,  may  be  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the  local  circumstances 
under  which  Science  and  Art  classes  have  been  estabUshed  in  Ireland. 
In  Ireland  these  classes  have,  in  very  many  cases,  been  established  in 
remote  poor  country  districts,  usually  by  the  national  school  teacher. 
The  teacher's  great  difficulty  has  been  to  secure  a  local   committee 
such  as  meets  the  requirements  of  the  Department.    These  committees 
are  usually  composed  of  one    or  two  influential  gentlemen,  and  the 
remainder  small  shopkeepers,  farmers.  Sec,  and  it  is  on  these  last-named 
members  that  the  duty  of  superintending  the  examination  usually  falls; 
the  consequence  has  been  that  strict  rules  have  seldom  been  enforced, 
and  all  sorts  of  insularities  allowed.    To  meet  these  difficulties  the 
Department  resolved  this  year  to   recognise  only    those  committees 
which  could  be  certified  as  in  every  respect  reliable ;   and  for  this 
purpose,  in  concert  with  my  colleagues,  I  received  instructions  to  pro- 
ceed   to   Ireland    and    personally  to  visit  every  class  in  which  there 
were  any  grounds  for  believing  that  the  committee  was  not  in  every 
respect  sufficiently  rehable  and  influential  to  carry  out  all  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Department,  especially  as  regards  the  conduct  of  the 
examinations.       We  accordingly  spent  the  month  of  October  there, 
and  in  concert  with  the  Inspectors  of  National  Schools  in  Ireland,  who, 
by  permission  of  the  Commission  of  National  Education  kindly  assisted 
us  in  our  duties,  we  visited  the  different  districts  and  classes,  the  result 
being  that  in  manv  cases  we  found  the  circumstances  of  the  locality 
precluded  the  possibility  of  committees  being  formed  which  would  meet 
the  requirements,  as  above  stated.  This  will  account,  in  a  great  measure, 
for  the  large  falling  off  in  the  number  of  classes  this  year, 
ari-        The  cases  of  irregularities  at  examinations  which  I  investigated  this 
^J^"  y®*^   occurred  principally  in  the   County  Donegal,  and  were  mostly 
ordinary  cases  of  copying  which  coiild  have  been  prevented  by  a  vigilant 
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On  meetinjt  Bome  of  the  membefs  who  had  superintended  Appendix  D 
the  examinations  I  was  Dot  surprised  at  the  result,  the  committee  bring  —

I  this  year  conducted  the  drawing  examinations  in  the  training  coUegea  Drawin* 
in  the  West  of  England  and  South  Wales,  I  have  again  to  draw  atten-  ^mnim. 
tion  to  the  very  great  number  of  students  who  presented  themselves  for  Trainme 
examination  in  Itlackboard,  most  of  them  totally  unprepared  in  the  CaUigcs. 
aulyect.  In  several  of  the  colleges  I  visited  every  student  who  had  not 
.  pnviotuly  passed  presented  himself  for  examination,  even  when  he  had 
Dot  paased  before  in  an;  other  subject.

2.   Me.  Isblin's  Retort  on  the   Science  and  Art  ScnooLs,       Mn- 

inspected  by  him  in  1874.  ^"li' 

Daring  the  past  year  my  work  of  inspection  proper  has  lain  princi- 
pally in  London  and  the  suburban  districts ;  on  special  duties  I  have 
visited  the  Eut  of  Kent,  Mid  and  South  Wales,  Devonshire,  and  the 
North  of  Ireland.  In  conducting  the  examination  in  drawing  of  the 
tisining  colleges  in  November,  I  went  to  Scotland,  Durham,  Liverpool, 
Chester,  and  Cheltenham,  besides  which  I  held  the  same  examination 
in  fonr  of  the  metropolitan  colleges.  In  all  I  inspected  67  schools  and 
paid  \6\  visits  of  inspection ;  at  the  Science  and  Art  examination  in 
May  I  visited  15  centres.  We  have  as  usual  been  assisted  by  ofBcers  of 
the  Royal  Engineers  both  at  the  preliminary  inspections  and  those  of 
the  examinations.  The  names  of  the  officers  ao  employed  and  the 
immber  of  schools  which  each  of  them  inspected  will  be  found  at 
p.  387- 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  schools  under  our  inspection  does  not   Scienw 
this  year  bear  comparison  with  that  to  which  we  have  been  generally  NlwRiKU- 
aecastomed.     As  regards  the  Science  schools  the  fallingoffin  therateof  lation. 
increase  is,  I  think,  principally,  due  to  the  regulation  prohibiting  pupils 
of  public  dementary  schools  who  have  not  p^sed  Standard  V.  of  the 
Education  Code  from  being  presented  for  examination  in  any  of  the 
Science  subjects.   This  regulation,  though  it  may  in  one  or  two  cases  hetir 
hard  on  teachers  who  have  specially  bright  and  intelligent  pupils  attending 
their  schools,  will  on  the  whole,  1  think,  have  a  good  effect,     it  may 
in  genera]  be  asHumed  that  children  who  cannot  pass  Standard  V.  or 
even  Standard  VI.  of  the  Code  are  still  so  much  occupied  with  their  e'»- 
mentary  instruction  as  to  be  unable  to  acquire  legitimately  a  suQicient 
advanced  knowledge  of  Science  for  the  examinations  of  the  Departmei 
Thoge  examinations  are  distinctly  of  a  secondary  character,  whereas  t 
Science  taught  in  primary  schools  should  as  decidedly  be  elementary. 
regulation  on  the  same  principle,  though  varying  in  degree,  Ims  alwa 
beenin  force  undertheArtDivision  of  the  Department;  by  it  no  childr 
at  all  of  a  public  elementary  school  can  be  examined  in   second  grft 
drawing  until  they  have  passed  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  first  grac 
Under  the  Code  grants  are  made  hv  the  Elementary  Education  Depai

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ID  which  eTwninations  are  held  br  the  Department ;  in  fret,  tiiB  snstrar- 
tioo  in  the  eiementaij  scfaooU,  should  be  as  fiur  ms  pceahle,  m  mefimi> 
oarj  ttage  of,  or  an  mtrodoction  to,  the  aante  sabjects  prepared  fis-  tlie 
Science  and  Art  examinations.  Hitherto  the  mle  of  the  ude  icdncii^ 
the  grant  on  each  child,  from  vh^erer  soorce  h  m%ht  be  earned,  to  a 
certain  fixed  snm,  has  prerented  masters  of  dementarj  sdiools  from  paj- 
ing  much  attention  to  the  extra  sobjects — at  least  to  those  on  vhich  tfaej- 
ocmld  obtain  payments  firom  the  Science  and  Ait  Department, — becansr, 
as  thej  asferted,  tbcj  '."onid  generallj  reach  the  fixed  maxinmm  vitboai 
hariog  recoorse  to  the  extra  subjects.  Now,  hovercr,  bj  the  Code  of 
XhTbf  this  restriction  of  a  limit  to  the  grants  on  snbjciL-ts  tanght  in  tbe 
scbo^  has  been  remored,  and  at  the  same  time  children  who  are  pre- 
sented for  examination  in  the  Science  sobjects  most  fat  the  future  hiare 
psu»§ed  in  Standard  VI.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  and  I  think  expected,  thas 
this  alteration  in  the  regulations  will  hare  the  effect  of  increasin|r  the 
number  of  children  in  elementary  schools  presented  tor  the  extra 
soljjects,  and  thus  of  preparing  a  larger  number  for  pMmng  Uie  moi« 
advanced  examination  of  the  Department. 

The  cause  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  Art  night  classes  bein^ 
this  year  so  small  is,  as  I  think,  the  difficulty  which  teachers  holding 
only  the  ordinary  2od  grade  certificate,  find  in  preparing  adult  pupils 
(man^  of  whom  have  probably  never  previously  had  any  instructioa  in 
drawing)  to  pass  the  i^nd  grade  examinations,  and  perhaps  in  a  less 
degree  to  their  ignorance  of  what  should  be  submitted  to  the  examiners 
so  as  to  deserve  tbe  name  of  **  satisfactory  works."  Many  of  the  2nd 
grade  Art  teachers  whose  classes  I  have  inspected  do  not  appear  to  be 
well  acquainted  with  the  principles  of  model  drawing,  and  are  not  sufi^- 
ciently  careful  (chiefly  as  it  seems  to  me  from  want  of  knowledge)  in  the 
selection  of  copies  and  examples.  As  an  evidence  of  this,  the  list  of 
bonus  prizes  to  teachers  of  Art  night  classes  may  be  cited.  There  were 
daring  the  year  1873-18/4,  613  Art  night  classes,  of  which  30  were 
taught  by  3rd  grade  teachers,  or  teachers  holding  the  same  certi£« 
cate  as  the  masters  of  schools  of  Art :  to  51  of  the  teachers  of  these 
classes  who  bad  produced  tbe  most  satisfactory  results  daring  the  year 
monev  prizes  are  awarded,  and  of  these  20  held  3rd  grade  certificates. 
In  other  words,  while  there  are  only  4*73  per  cent,  of  all  the  teachers  of 
Art  night  classes  who  possess  3rd  grade  certificates,  of  the  51  most 
eflRcient  teachers  (judged  by  the  results  they  produce)  39*2  per  cent, 
hold  certificates  of  the  3rd  grade.  This  is  a  fair  proof,  I  think,  that  the 
results  produced  by  teachers  of  Art  night  classes  who  hold  only  the  2nd 

grade  certificate  are  as  a  general  rule  much  inferior  to  those  produced 
y  the  3rd  grade  teachers.  Not  that  such  a  result  is  unexpected;  on  the 
contrary,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  more  educated  a  teacher  is 
tbe  better  his  work  will  be ;  but  it  ser^'es  to  show  in  what  direction  the 
Art  night  classes  are  capable  of  improvement.  A  regulation  of  the 
Department  by  which  a  special  grant  in  money  is  made  to  2nd  grade 
teachers  of  Art  night  classes  who  pass  for  the  3rd  grade  has,  though 
not  long  in  force,  had  the  effect  of  stimulating  many  teachers  to  im- 
prove their  certificates,  and  will  no  ddubt  lead  to  a  closer  adherence 
to  the  methods  approved  by  the  Department  and  a  better  selection  of 
examples  and  models. 

In  London  the  Metropolitan  School  Board  have  placed  their  schools 
at  the  disposal  of  teachers  for  holding  Science  ana  Art  classes  in  the 
evening,  on  payment  of  a  rent  varying  with  the  accommodation  they 
require.  The  head-masters  in  these  schools,  however,  having  enough  of 
their  own  work  to  occupy  their  time  fully,  are  not  in  general  able  to  a^Tul 
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themgelvea  of  the  fadlitjr  afforded  them,  and  the  classes  are  under  the    AppendiiD. 
instruction  either  of  the   assistant  teachers  or  of  masters  from  jither  n~ 

schools.  It)  the  former  case  the  quality  of  the  Science  and  Art  instriic-  ibbliii-s 
tion  is  not  perhaps  quite  as  good  as  it  would  be  if  more  experienced  Rbpobt. 
teachers  were  employed ;  in  the  latter  there  are  acarcelj'  sufficient 
arrangements  for  obtaining  and  maintaining  a  proper  supply  of  ap- 
paratus and  examples.  Notwithstanding,  the  claaaes  are  doing  good 
work;  they  are  well  and  numerously  attended,  principally  by  pupil- 
teachers,  who  are  stimulated  to  pass  the  examination  of  the  Board 
by  the  action  of  the  School  Board.  By  the  rej^ulations  of  that  body 
all  their  teachers  are  to  poBsess  the  D.  or  full  ^nd  grade  certi- 
ficate fbr  drawing,  and  pupil-teachers  are  to  qualify  themselves  for 
the  aamei  as  well  as  to  pass  in  several  subjects  of  Science.  Perhaps  the 
greatest  drawback  against  the  efficiency  iif  the  Board  schools  as  centres 
for  Science  and  Art  instruction  is  that  the  class-rooms  are  fitted  with 
desks  suitable  for  children  only ;  they  are  most  unuomfortable  fur  adults 
to  use.  Another  disadvantage,  more  particularly  as  regards  the  dtttwioff 
classes,  is  that  the  gas-lighting  in  these  schools  is  not  well  adapted  for 
such  a  purpose ;  it  is  not  powerful  enough,  and  not  sufficiently  concen- 
trated. The  committees  of  the  classes  are  mostly  constituted  of  the 
local  members  of  the  Board,  and  their  visiting  committees  ;  many  of 
these  unfortunately  live  at  some  distance  from  the  schools,  and  have 
their  time  fully  occupied  in  other  ways.  As  a  consequence  they  are  not 
able  to  devote  the  necessary  attention  to  superintending  the  classes,  and  to 
noting  their  wants  and  d^ciencies.  R^ardino;,  however,  the  formation 
of  Science  and  Art  classes  in  the  School  Board  schools  rather  as  yet  as 
an  eiperiment,  there  is  much  ^und  for  hojie  and  encouragement  as  to 
its  ultimate  success ;  a  little  tune  will  show  how  defects  like  those  which 
I  have  ventured  to  point  out  above  can  be  remedied.  Some  of  the 
teachers  whom  1  have  met  at  these  classes  have  long  been  known  to  me 
as  the  moat  efficient  and  able  of  our  Science  teatthers,  and  I  shall  be 
surprised  if  some  of  the  best  results  at  the  coming  exaniinatians  do  not 
come  from  the  schools  of  the  School  Board  of  London. 

Speaking  generally  of  the  Science  instruction  throughout  the  country,  ImproTe- 
I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  an  increasing  improvement.     Teachers  u^i? 
are,  I  find,  getting  more  accustomed  tn  illustrating   their  lessons   by  teachlofc 
eiperiment,  and  are  not  relying,  as  they  were  so  much  in  the  habit  of 
doing,  on  verbal  descriptions  and  the  use  of  the  text-book.     In  conse- 
quence the  pupils  are  not,  as  was  formerly  so  much  the  case,  dependent 
on  the  cultivation  of  the  memory  onlv,  and  the  vicious  habit  of  cramming 
without  understanding  is  gradually  becoming  extinct    At  the  same  time 
the  desultory  and  unsystematic  manner  in  which  the  Science  subjects  ate 
taken  up,  and  taught  without  reference  to  the  dependence  of  one  on  the 
other,  still  continues  to  a  veir  considerable  extent.    It  would  be  a  great 
gain  to  Science  instruction  if  the  teachers  could  be  brought  to  see  their 
profit  in  systematic  teaching ;  the  regulations  for  promoting  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  orgapised  Science  schools  have  not,  I  fear, 
as  yet  found  any  noniiiderKhle  adhesion. 
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unfortanately  implicated,  and  their  certificates  have  been  sospended  for  Appamiix  D. 
three  years.    After  two  previous  convictions  resulting  in  the  temporaiy        ^^ 
suspension  of  his  certificates,  the  teacher  of  a  school  in  Yorkshire  has  Basxlbtt's 
been  found  guilty  of  further  dishonest  intention,  and  in  consequence  of    Ba^o*^- 
facts  ascertained  on  the  occasion  of  a  recant  visit  to  his  school,  nis  certi- 
ficate of  competency  to  teach  drawing  has  been  suspended  indefinitely. 

Turning  to  the  Science  classes  which  I  have  inspected  during  the 
year,  it  has  been  gratifying  to  find  a  verv  decided  growtn  of  public  opinion 
in  favour  of  instruction  in  the  various  branches  of  Science,  and  nowhere 
is  this  feeling  more  conspicuous  than  amongst  the  working  classes  en- 
gaged in  some  of  our  large  manufacturing  towns.    There  is  therefore 
greater  need  than  ever  for  the  services  of  thoroughly  efficient  or  trained  Need  for 
teachers,  and  it  is  useless  to  disguise  the  fact  that  such  teachers  are  at  |^^^ 
present  lamentably  in  the  minority.    The  difference  between  the  trained 
teacher  and  the  teacher  qualified  to  earn  payments  on  results  by  the  mere 
possession  of  a  certificate,  is  very  marked,  and  is  readily  apparent  even  to 
the  uninitiated  observer.  The  former,  with  notes  of  his  lesson  before  him 
and  with  a  supply  of  apparatus  ready  atJiand,  sustains  the  interest  and 
attention  of  his  pupils  by  frequent  experiments,  and  the  ready  and  accu- 
rate answers  of  his  pupus  testify  to  their  intelligent  understanding  of 
the  subject.    The  drfects  of  the  inferior  teacher,  on  the  other  hand,  are 
sometimes  painfully  evident,  and  arise,  I  think,  more  often  firom  a  want 
of 'training-than  from  any  disposition  to-  *'  cram  "  his- pupils  to  serve  his 
own  private  ends.    With  text-book  in  hand  and  wholly  destitute  of 
apparatus,  he  allows  each  member  of  his  class  to  follow  him  firom  a 
similar  text-book,  a  most  distractive  and  unprofitable  course,  invariably 
resulting  in  disappointment  and  loss.     I  have  firequently  found  on 
inquiry  that  the  oest  teachers  have  had  the  benefit  of  the  summer 
course  of  lectures  at  South  Kensington,  and  I  can  imagine  nothing  more 
likely  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  instruction  than  an  extension  of  this 
privilege.    In  addition  to  the  undue  importance  given  to  the  use  of 
books  tfi  the  class,  the  untrained  teacher  rarely  requires  his  pupils  to 
take  notes  of  his  lesson  or  gives  them  questions  to  work  out  at  their 
own  homes.    The  trained  teacher  dees  both,  and  carefully  revises  the  Loans  of 
written  answers  of  his  pupils.  As  a  further  aid  to  sound  instruction,  ad-  Science  Ap- 
ditions  might  with  great  advantage  be  made  to  the  present  travelling  loan  P«^*"«- 
coUections,especiallyfor  the  subjects  more  commonly  taught,  viz.,  acous- 
tics, light  and  heat ;  magnetism  and  electricity ;  animal  physiology ;  and 
physical  geography.    It  may  fairly  be  argued,  too,  that  a  well-organised 
system  of  Department  loans  would  conduce  to  economy,  as  it  would  no 
doubt  largely  reduce  the  grants  of  money  now  made  for  the  purchase  of 
apparatus  which,  for  unavoidable  reasons,  is  used  in  a  school  for  a  session  ^ 

or  two,  and  then  stowed  away  for  an  indefinite  period.    As  much  of  the 
instruction  given  is  purely  elementary,  I  have  been  glad  to  find  an  ex- 
tensive circulation  of  the  Science  Primers  (Macmillan  &  Co.),  edited  by    . 
Professors  Huxley,  Roscoe,  and  Balfour  Stewart.  These,  though  intended, 
as  their  title  implies,  for  beginners,  supply  a  great  want,  because,  unlike 
most  publications  of  the  kind,  their  accurate  and  pleasant  style  cannot  fail 
to  awaken  in  the  young  pupil  an  interest  in  the  subject  and  a  desire  to 
learn  more.     It  has  fallen  to  my  lot  to  inspect  comparatively  few  Art 
classes,  but  in  those  which  I  have  visited  I  have  generally  found  both  teacher 
and  students  actively  and  earnestly  engaged,  and  a  disposition  to  observe

I  HATB  the  honour  to  submit  to  joor  Grace  mv  first  annual 
report  on  the  South  Kensington  Museum  and  the  Brancd  Museum  at 
Bethnal  Green  for  the  year  1874. 

In  consequence  of  some  delaj  in  the  re-airangement  of  the  staff  of 
the  Science  and  Art  Department  after  the  resignation  of  the  late  Secre- 
taiy  and  Director,  and  also  of  my  absence  at  Menna  as  Secretaiy  to  the 
British  Commission  for  the  Exhibition  of  18/3, 1  had  not  the  advantage 
of  entering  on  the  duties  of  my  new  post  immediately  on  the  withdiairal 
of  Mr.  Cole,  under  whom  it  had  for  nearly  20  years  been  my  priTilege 
to  work.  During  the  interval  the  direction  of  the  Museum  was  adminis- 
tered by  the  Assistant  Secretary  Mr.  MacLeod,  with  the  advice  and 
assistence  of  the  Director  for  Art,  Mr.  R.  Redgrave,  R.A.,  and  of  the  two 
Assistant  Museum  Directors,  Mr.  B.  Thompson  and  Major  Festing,  R.E. 

I  regret  to  be  unable  to  record  any  addition  to  the  permanent  bufld-  i; ew  Build- 
ings of  the  Museum  during  the  past  year,  and  no  vote  for  this  purpose  ings. 
appears  in  the  estimates  for  1875-6,  excepting  a  sum  of  2,000/.  for  the 
preparation  of  a  model  and  sketch  plans  for  the  completion  of  the 
Museum.  As  will  be  seen  by  allusions  in  several  of  the  reports  of  the 
Museum  officers,  the  want  of  additional  space  is  each  year  becoming 
more  urgent,  especiallv  in  the  two  libraries,  the  work  in  each  of  which  is 
seriously  impeded  by  the  inadequate  accommodation  for  readers,  and  the 
lack  of  sufficient  space  for  books.  &c. 

Better  accommodation  for  the  Dyce  library  and  collections,  which,  by 
the  terms  of  the  bequest  must  be  kept  in  a  separate  room,  is  also  impera- 
tively required.  Ine  designs  riow  being  prepared  will,  if  carried  out, 
satisfactonly  meet  these  wants. 

Among  the  other  most  pressing  needs  of  the  Museum  may  be  specially 
mentioned  a  more  convenient  entrance  at  the  western  side  of  the  build- 
ings. The  temporary  entrance  there,  which  was  at  first  rarely  used 
except  by  students  of  the  Schools  of  Art,  has,  since  the  completion  of  the 
Science  Schools,  become  quite  inadequate  to  the  increased  traffic.  A 
design  is  now  being  prepared  for  constructing  an  entrance  here  with 
an  inner  hall,  from  which  staircases  ma^  lead  to  the  Museum,  and  to 
the  male  and  female  Schools  of  Art.  This  entrance  will  be  imnieciiately 
under  the  bridge  connecting  the  Art  and  Science  Schools. 

JVestem  Staircase. — The  decoration  of  this  staircase  in  Keramio  mosaio  DiMtoniiiun 
is  still  in  progress.     Considerable  portions  of  the  mosaio  jmiielling  of

"  Art  hibrary. — By  cutting  off 
slight  addition  has  been  made  in 
commodAtion  for  about  3,500  extra 
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has  not  been  possible  to  provide  any  additional  space  for  the  readers. 
In  this  respect  the  Art  Library  continues  in  the  same  unsatisfsctoiy 
condition  mentioned  in  my  reports  of  last  year  and  the  year  previous. 
In  the  meantime,  the  health  of  the  attendants  and  officers  of  the  Ait 
Library  suffers  greatly  from  the  bad  air  caused  by  overcrowding  and 
want  of  ventilation. 

*'  Educational  Museum, — No  alterations  of  importanoe  have  been 
made  in  this  collection.  Want  of  space  renders  it  useless  to  collect  new 
exhibits. 

"  Educatumal  Library, — Considerable  additions  have  been  made  to 
tlie  Libraiy,  and  the  number  of  readers  has  increased.  The  accommo- 
dation for  readers  remains  the  same, — totally  inadequate  for  the  purposes 
roquired,  as  stated  in  my  last  report.  Here,  as  in  the  Art  Libraiy,  the 
officers  in  charge  sufiPer  from  the  bad  air  of  the  overcrowded  rooms. 

"  Building  Materials  and  Models. — By  the  final  close  of  the  Interna- 
tional Exhibitions  in  October  last,  the  rooms  lent  to  the  Commissioners 
have  again  become  available  for  Museum  purposes,  and  portions  of  the 
Structural  Collection  have  been  removed  into  them.  Many  additions 
have  recently  been  made. 

"  Mercantile  Marine, — ^This  collection  has  been  arranged  in  the  rooms 
vacated  by  the  Admiralty  collection  of  Naval  Models.  It  ha^  been 
largely  increased,  most  of  the  builders  of  ships  for  the  merchant  service 
having  contributed  models  for  exhibition;  a  catalogue  of  the  collection 
has  been  prepared  and  published  during  the  year. 

"  Models  qf  Machines  and  War  Materials, — No  important  change  has 
taken  place  in  these  collections ;  want  of  space  has  hitherto  prevented 
any  great  advance. 

**  National  engraved  Portraits.  —  The  i»hole  of  this  collection  has 
been  lent  for  a  limited  period  for  exhibition  at  Edinburgh. 

**  Fish  Museum. — The  demonstration  of  the  modes  of  rearing  various 
kinds  of  fish  was  successfully  continued  this  year.  Several  thousands  of 
^oung  fish  were  hatched  in  the  breeding  troughs.  The  collection  has  been 
increased  by  the  addition  of  various  casts  of  fish,  models  of  weirs,  &c. 

"  Bethnal  Green  Branch  Museum. — No  alteration  has  taken  place  in 
the  arrangement  of  this  Museum  since  my  last  report.  Th^  collection 
of  pictures  and  art  objects  lent  by  Sir  Richard  Wallace  is  still  exhibited 
in  the  Museum ;  considerable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Ethno- 
logical Collections  lent  by  Colonel  Lane  Fox,  and  also  to  the  Animal 
Product  and  Food  Collections.  The  collection  illustrating  Economic 
Entomology  and  Forestry  has  been  largely  increased,  and  a  catalogue  is 
in  preparation." 
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The  Art  Collections.    . 
Mr.  Wallis,  the  Keeper  of  the  Art  Collections,  reports,  that — 

"  Very  little  change  in  the  arrangement  of  the  various  divisions  of 
the  Art  Museum  and  the  collections  generally  has  been  possible  during 
the  past  year,  but  the  terra  cotta  and  della  robbia  have  been  replaced 
and  in  some  measure  re-arranged  since  the  completion  of  the  mosaic 
fioor  of  the  north  cloisters  by  the  Office  of  Works,  and  the  miscella- 
neous carvings  in  stone  and  marble,  &c.  have  been  brought  together  in 
a  more  satisfactory  manner, 
Ar<;iuHitions  "  The  acquisitions  have  been  of  considerable  importance,  but  have 
Uuringi874.  "oeeft  chiefly  made  in  those  divisions  in  which  the  Museum  requires 
strengthening,  as  the  multiplication  of  examples  of  classes  of  Art  already 
well  represented  has  been  considered  undesirable.

"  A  collection  of  Persiul  objects  ia  in  the  course  of  formation,  through       Bodth 
the   friendly  agency  of  Major  Murdoch   Smith,  R.E.,  Director  of  the   Kbnbiko- 
I'eisiBa  Telegraph  Di!p»rtment,  and  arrangementa  have  been  made  by    mcwcm. 
which  this  interesting  and  highly  suggestive  class  of  Oriental  Art  will  pe^ian 
be,  it  is  hoped,  largely  and   effectively  increased  during   the  coming  objecM. 

"  The  bequests  and  donations  have  not  been  so  numerous  as  usual,  but  Bequests 
are  varied  and  interesting.     The  principal  bequest  is  that  by  the  late  ^^^°"''' 
Alexander  Baker,  Esq.,  of  the  furniture  of   a  V^aetian  boudoir  in  the 
eariy  part  of  the  18th  century. 

"  The  offers  of  fine  objects  on  loan  have  been  more  numeroiis  during  IjoanB, 
the  year  than  usual,  and  advantage  has  been  taken  of  these  offers  to 
receive  some  very  important  and  interesting  contributions  fortheBethnal 
Green  Branch  Museum,  in  order  to  replace  the  fine  collection  belonging 
to  Sir  Richard  Wallace,  Bart.,  M.P.,  when  it  is  withdrawn.  As  space 
could  not  be  found  for  these  contributions  in  the  South  Kensington 
Museum,  arrangements  have  been  made  to  receive  and  place  in  store  the 
various  objects  thus  secured  for  the  branch  museum. 

"  A  special  loan  exhibition  of  works  of  enamel  on  metal  was  held  in  Specisl  loan 
June,  July,  August,  and  September,  in  continuation  of  the  series  of  eihibition, 
special  loan  exhibitions  since  1862.  'I'he  contributions  fifom  various 
noblemen  and  gentlemen  possessing  objects  of  this  class  were  numerous 
and  of  a  high  order.  The  collection  occupied  the  whole  of  the  floor 
space  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  Lord  President's  Court,  and  was  visited 
by  a  considerable  number  of  persons. 

"The  large  and  important  collection  of  fictile  ivories,  being  the  re-pro-  Fictile 
ductions  of  ori^nala   in  various  museums  and  public  institutions,  is  ''""^'^ 
under  classification  and  arrangement.     When  completed,  this  will  from 
a  most  important  supplement  to  the  collection  of  carved  ivories  in  the 
posaesaion  of  the  Art  Museum.    ' 

"There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  Ralerenceto 
constantly  consulting  the  objects  in  the  museum,  making  sketches,  &c.  f„^he 
under  certain  simple  regulations,  loans  being  always  treated  as  excep-  museum 
tions,  unless  the  permission  in   writing  is  given  ov  the  owners,     De-  flj?.™^'^*^ 
signers  and  manufacturers  are  becoming  more  and  more  alive  to  the  bIucIj. 
importance  of  availing  themselves  of  the  large  collection  of  Art  objects 
bearing  upon  the  current  art  industries  of  the  day,  and  begin  to  be  more 
willing  to  acknowledge  their  obligations  to  fine  works  to  which  they     - 
have  had  free  and  ready  access.

This  exhibition  was  in  aid  of  a  fund  for  the  restoration  ot 
St.  Margaret's  Church,  but  the  assistance  of  the  museum  was  given  on 
the  understanding  that  a  portion  of  the  surplus  should  be  devoted  to  ss 
effort  to  establish  a  school  of  art. 

"  6.  Ryde,  Isle  of  Wight,  open  froip  22nd  December  1874,  to  U^^

"In  connexion  with  this  important  question  of  the  circulation  of 
objects,  the  work  of  which  has  increased  from  year  to  year,  I  desire 
to  recall  attention  to  the  statement  in  my  last  report.  The  risk  of  injury 
to  objects  from  overcrowded  space,  and  the  want  of  those  special  facilities 
which  are  so  essential  to  the  proper  packing  of  objects  for  travelling, 
still  remain,  and  must  be  aggravated  by  the  increase  of  examples  an^^ 
the  incessant  demands  upon  the  Art  collections. 

"  In  conclusion,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  remark  on  the  necessity 
for  insisting  more  and  more  on  the  special  purposes  of  the  Art  Museum 
in  relation  to  the  character  of  the   objects   which  should    form  the 
collections  circulated   to  the  local  centre.s  of  manufacturing  industry. 
These  are  essentially  objects  calculated  to  illustrate  the  arts  of  desism  in 
their  application  to  the  staple  manufactures,  and  not  objects  of  I 
as  distinguished  from  art  industry.    The  constant  demand  for  • 
of  pictures  is  a  feature  of  the  various  applications  for  assistance  t( 
tions  which  it  is  impossible  to  meet,  and  is  in  a  great  measure  f)ase.

property  of  the  National  Gallery,  over  which  the  Department  of  Science  «    — 
&nd  Art  has  no  control.   This  mistake  tends  to  disappointment  and  diffi-      s^u^h^'^ 
culty.     But  even  the  pictures  belonging  to  the  museum  itself  are  not    Kensing- 
aJways  fairly  available  for  loans,  inasmuch  as  many  of  them  were  be-    museum   ' 
queathed  or  presented,  if  not  with  the  distinct  understanding,  at  least 
under  the  impression  that  they  would  not  be  removed  from  the  walls  of 
tLe  galleries.    The  true  function  of  the  museum  is  to  collect  objects  of 
art  as  applied  to  manufactures  and  decoration^  and  when  possible  to 
circulate  tnese  in  connexion  with  Schools  of  Art  and  local  museums,  as 
lessons  in  aid  of  the  special  Work  for  which  the  Department  of  Science 
and  ^Vrt  was  established." 

The  Special  Loan  Exhibition  of  Enamels  on  Metal,  already  referred  Special  Loan 
to  in  the  preceding  reports  of  Mr.  Thompson  and  Mr.  Wallis,  was  set  ^Sibition. 
on  foot  in  accordance  with  the  Minute  of  the  29th  January  1874,  a 
<5opy  of  which  will  be  found  at  page  3  of  Appendix  A. 

Contributions  were  received  from  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  and  9? 
other  lenders,  and  tHe  number  of  obiects  displayed,  including  those  be- 
longing to  the  Museum,  was  more  than  1,200.  The  Earl  of  Warwick, 
the  Duke  of  Marlborough,  Sir  Richard  Wallace,  and  several  other  con- 
tributors generously  permitted  large  photographs  of  their  most  remark- 
able specimens  to  be  taken  and  coloured  after  the  originals,  and  the  Art 
Collections  were  thusjenriched  with  several  valuable  copies.

Mr.  R.  H.  SoDEN  Smith,  the  Keeper  of  the  National  Art  Library, 
reports : — 

"  1.  The  number  of  readers  in  the  National  Art  Library  has  during  the 
past  year  continued  to  increase  notwithstanding  that  the  limit  of  the 
accommodation  of  the  reading  room  has  been  much  exceeded  during  the 
hours  of  most  importance  to  readers,  and  that  students  have  in  conse- 
quence suffered  great  inconvenience.  The  numbers  recorded  last  year 
were  21,365,  against  20,466  in  1873. 

**  2.  I  must  beg  to  call  attention  again,  as  it  has  been  my  duty  to  do  Urgent  need 
in  Reports  presented  for  the  past  seven  years,  to  the  necessity,  now  JjLjSii

become  most  urgent,  of  placing  the  Library  in  a  building  constructed  to  bSter  au- 
contain  it,  and  with  Reading  Rooms  which  would  supply  fit  accommo-  commoda- 
dation  for  the  readers.     During  the  past  year  the  inconvenience  suffered  *^°"' 
by  those  endeavouring  to  use  the  collection  has  been  greater  than  ever ; 
the  imperfect  light,  bad  ventilation,  and  noise  of  the  public  in  the 
Museum,  which  is  only  separated  by  temporary  partitions  from  the 
Reading  Room,  have  continued  as  before ;  moreover,  mthe  evening  there 
is  not  a  third  of  the  space  needed  for  the  convenience  of  readers  and  for 
the  safety  of  the  books.     The  result  is  in  every  way  unfortunate,  the 
utility  of  the  collection  is  seriously  impaired,  the  valuable  books,  &c., 
are  exposed  to  great  risk,  and  the  health  of  the  attendants  has  suffered ; 
three  of  the  most  efficient  of  the  attendants  have  been  obliged  to  give 
up  their  evening  duties,  to  the  loss  of  the  readers  and  detriment  of  the 
utility  of  the  Library. 

"  3.  At  the  north  end  of  the  Library  some  additional  shelf  room  has 
been  gained  bv  enclosing  a  small  portion  of  space  from  the  Art  Museum, 
this  has  afforded  room  for  about  o,500  volumes ;  alterations  have  there- 
been  made  in  the  arrangement  of  some  of  the  classes  of  books  which 
excessively  overcrowded.

German  masters,  Beham,  Aldegrever,  Binck,  and  others,  filling  up 
some  deficiencies  in  the  considerable  collection  possessed  by  the  Art 
Library ;  various  works  by  Jacques  Callot  and  others  of  his  period  and 
school ;  considerable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  series  of  engraved 
portraits  of  artists,  of  which  it  is  most  desirable  that  as  complete  a 
collection  as  possible  should  be  in  possession  of  the  Library. 

"  A  considerable  number  of  etchings  by  modern  English  artists  have  Etchingd. 
been  bought,  including  examples  by  Sanby,  Crome,  &c.,  as  well  as  by 
various  livmg  artists ;  also  many  works  of  the  modern  French  school  of 
etching. 

"  The  collection  of  portrait  engravings  of  eminent  characters  of  Great  Collection  of 
Britain  has  been  lent  for  exhibition  to  the  Museum  at  Edinburgh;  ^JJJJJfg^ 
this  interesting  collection  has  been  augmented  by  118,  but  the  acqui- 
sition of  engravings  of  this  class,  as  well  as  of  the  other  prints  sought  for 
the  Art  Library  has  been  rendered  difiicult,  and  in  some  cases  impos- 
sible, by  the  great  rise  in  their  prices  that  has  occurred  within  the 
last  few  years.

tions  of  publications  of  Tarioua  societies  and  institutions,  both  English 
and  foreign,  to  which  reference  has  been  made  in  former  reports.  A  col- 
lection ofschool  books,  50  in  number,  recently  prepared  for  use  in  the 
public  schools  of  Servia  has  been  presented  bj  toe  Servian  Gorenmient 
through  H.  Sandwith,  Esq.  It  comprises  not  only  dementarjr  educa- 
tional works,  but  also  treaties  on  logic,  psychology,  pohtical  economy,  • 
diplomacy,  and  other  somewhat  recondite  subjects ;  indicating  that  a 
high  standard  of  education  is  aimed  at  in  that  country. 

"  Tlie  Rev.  R.  H.  Quick,  of  Harrow,  has  presented  a  set  of  '  Papers  for 
the  Teacher,'  compiled  by  Dr.  H.  Barnard,  of  Connecticut,  formerly  the 
United  States  Commissioner  of  Education.  These  volumes  give,  in  a 
readily  accessible  form,  the  most  valuable  portions  of  Dr.  Barnard's 
'  American  Journal  of  Education,  1855-1  Hjd,'  and  claim,  not  un- 
worthily, the  title  of '  A  Library  of  Practical  Education.' 

"  The  educational  works  sent  for  exhibition  are  306  in  number,  in-  Loans, 
eluding  the  contributions  of  26  publishing  houses.     It  is  to  this  source 
that  the  original  formation  of  the  Library  was  largely  due.  and  it  is  still 
an  important  element  in  its  maintenance. 

"  Tne  pmchases  amount^to  996  volumes.  Of  these  the  most  important  Purchases, 
is  a  complete  set  of  the  Philosophical  Transactions  of  the  Royal  Society 
from  1665  to  the  present  time.  Complete  sets  of  the  Journals  of  the 
Royal  Geographical  Society  and  the  Statistical  Society  have  also  been 
added  to  the  Libraiy,  which  is  gradually  becoming  possessed  of  most  of 
the  more  permanently  valuable  serial  publications  of  the  historical  and 
scientific  societies.

Appendix E.  ''The  chief  exhibitors  of  chemical  and  physical  apparatus  have  ex- 
changed their  contributions  for  new  examples.  A  desire  has  been 
expressed  by  several  of  these  to  exhibit  complete  series  of  the  scien- 
tific apparatus  supplied  by  them,  in  conformity  with  the  lists  issued 
by  the  Science  Division.

1.  Collection  op  Building  Materials  and  Models  of 

Construction,  &c- 

''  The  collection  throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  year  has  remained 
without  alteration  in  its  arrangement. 

"  The  termination  of  the  London  International  Exhibition  of  1874  was 
seized  as  an  opportunity  for  securing  from  the  Exhibition  such  examples 
of  materials  and  models  as  might  prove  advantageous  in  furthering  tlie 
usefulness  of  the  Collection  to  the  building  trade. 

"  No  object  of  importance  has  been  removed  from,  and  nothing 
has  been  purchased  for,  this  collection  during  the  year.  Suitable 
objects  are  most  readily  and  kindly  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Museum  by  manufacturers  and  dealers  whenever  asked  to  contribute 
to  the  collection; 

"  The  labelling  of  all  objects  exhibited,  or  at  any  time  put  out  as  new 
additions  to  the  collection,  has  been  carefully  maintained  throughout  the 
year. 

"  A  new  catalogue  of  the  building  materials  and  models  of  construction 
in  the  South  Kensington  Museum  has  been  commenced.  This  work 
will  be  issued  to  the  public  as  soon  as  possible.  Since  the  last  edition 
was  published,  great  additions  have  been  made  to  the  collection.    - 

"  It  is  anticipated  that  in  the  course  of  the  year  1876,  the  entire  series 
of  building  materials  and  models  of  construction,  now  but  very  partially 
and  indifferently  available  to  the  general  public,  may  be  thoroughly  re- 
arranged, classified,  and  catalogued,  so  that  the  valuable  illustrations  in 
the  collection  of  English  and  foreign  products,  ranging  from  the  year 
1851  to  1874,  may  become  once  again  a  source  of  much  profitable 
information  to  architects  and  builders  in  general.

Aid  although  many  of  the  illustrations  of  projectiles  are  now  out  of 
date,  the  collection  affords  much  practical  information  and  interest.'*

5.  Exhibition  1862,  Gallery  Collections. 
Referring  to  his  report  for  the  year  1873,  Mr.  Simdham  states  that.— 

Palestine  "  The  Palestine  Exploration  Fund  Exhibition  still  remains  under  the 

IxEilStiou*  ^^®  ^°^  superintendence  of  the  Department.  But  during  the  year 
the  whole  of  the  specimens  of  fragments  of  the  Stone  of  Moab  have 
been  removed.  This  withdrawal  has  much  lessened  the  interest  of 
the  collection,  which  still,  however,  contains  specimens  of  value  of 
pottery,  glass,  stonework,  woodwork,  and  photographs  of  excavations 
and  scenery  4n  the  Holy  Land. 

"  The  collection  of  Craftsmen's  Hand  Tools,  referred  to  in  last  year's 
report,  has  received  some  interesting  additions  from  the  Executive  of 
the  London  International  Exhibition  of  1874,  of  hand  tools  used  by 
Chinese,  Japanese^  and  Turkish  craftsmen. 

"  Some  of  these  objects  have  been  lent  to  the  Society  of  Arts  for  the 
Cantor  Lectures  of  the  present  year,  1875.  As  soon  as  they  arc 
returned  to  the  Museum,  they  will  be  arranged  and  exhibited  in  the 
Exhibition  gall^es,  with  the  existing  collection  of  tools  from  England, 
France,  Austria,  India,  and  Japan. 

"  The  withdrawal  of  the  Engraved  National  Portraits  has  rendered 
it  practicable  to  exhibit  a  series  of  plans  and  elevations  by  various 
architects  for  the  New  Law  Coiurt  Buildings  in  the  Strand,  hitherto 
stored  away  for  want  of  exhibiting  space. 

"  A  valuable  series  of  models  of  buildings  and  of  methods  of  construc- 
tion fill  up  the  space  vacated  by  the  Engraved  Portrait  collection."

"  The  Committee  have  the  honour  to  report  that  ance  their  mp- 
pointment  in  December  1867,  they  hare  lost  no  oppartunitj  of  selecting 
nrom  the  stocks  of  various  well-known  dealers  sodi  portraits  as  appeared 
suitable  for  the  collection,  and  that  they  have  purchased  up  to  the 
present  time,  1,485  portraits  and  portrait  groups,  at  a  cost  of  861/.  IQr. 

'*  The  Committee  believe  that  the  collection  as  it  now  stands,  contains 
a  very  fair  proportion  of  the  portraits  which  ought  to  be  found  in  sudi 
a  National  Series,  but  they  feel  that  many  more  engravings  have  yet 
to  be  acquired,  before  the  collection  can  be  conader^  as  approachi] 
a  complete  representation  of  British  celebrities.  It  should  be  add( 
that  a  good  number  of  the  portraits  still  wanting  are  of  great  rarity, 
and  that  of  many  eminent  persons  no  portraits  at  all  will  probably  ne 
found  to  exist. 

"  A  considerable  number  of  the  portraits  have  been  framed  and  labelled, 
and,  after  exhibition  at  South  Kensington,  transferred  for  a  time  to  the 
Edinburgh  Museum  of  Science  and  Art,  but  only  as  a  miscellaneous 
selection,  and  not  under-that  historical  form  of  arrangement  which  the 
Committee 'hope  to  give  to  the  entire  collection,  as  soon  as  sufficient 
space  can  be  found  for  it  at  South  Kensington. 

"The  Committee  have  the  pleasure  of  stating  that  many  portraits  have 
been  presented  to  the  collection  by  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  and  private 
mdividuals,  and  ihey  hope  that  one  result  of  the  exhibition  of  the  whole 
series  will  be  an  increased  number  of  gifts. 

''The  Committee  believe  that  when  duly  arranged  and  catalogued,  the 
collection  will  be  found  full  of  instruction  and  interest,  not  only  in  its 
biographical  and  historical  character,  but  also  as  a  gathering  of  well 
selected  works  of  the  engravers  of  the  English  school  from  the  earliest 
period  of  native  Art. 

"  The  Committee,  therefore,  hope  that  further  sums  will  be  appropriated 
to  complete  the  collection,  to  which  they  will  be  glad  to  contmue  to 
give  their  gratuitous  services.

During  the  year  1874  the  collection  of  paintings  and  other  objects  of 
Art  lent  by  Sir  Richard  Wallace,  Bart.,  M.P.,  for  exhibition  in  this  build- 
ing on  its  opening  in  June  1872,  has  continued  to  form  the  most 
important  and  attractive  division  of  this  Branch  Museum.  It  has  been 
visited  by  2,141,612  persons  during  the  2i  years  that  it  has  been  open 
to  the  public. 

As  the  new  galleries  in  Hertford  House,  Manchester  Square,  are 
rapidlv  approaching  completion,  the  collection  will  probably  be  re- 
moved thimer  by  the  owner  early  in  1875.  I  am  happy  to  report  that 
numerous  promises  of  valuable  loans  have  already  been  maule,  and 
though  it  can  scarcely  be  expected  that  the  place  of  this  unrivalled 
collection  can  be  filled,  there  is  reason  to  look  forward  to  a  varied  and 
interesting  display  of  Art  objects  similar  in  character  to  those  which  . 
prove  so  attractive  a  division  of  the  parent  Museum. 

Hie  Anthropological  Collection  of  Colonel  Lane  Fox,  the  receipt  o£ 
which  on  loan  for  a  period  of  five  years  was  announced  in  the  last 
annual  report,  was  arranged  in  the  basement  of  the  Museum  and  opened 
to  the  public  in  the  spring  of  187-4.  It  has  proved  an  attractive  division 
of  the  Museum.

Food  Collection. 

"  The  Collection,  which  chiefly  illustrates  the  Chemical  Composition  of 
various  substances  used  as  Human  Food,  the  sources  from  which  they 
are  obtained,  as  well  as  the  manufacture  of  many  of  them,  has  been 
exhibited  to  the  public  during  the  past  year  in  the  Branch  Museum  of 
the  Department  at  Bethnal  Green,  under  the  same  regulations  as  those 
which  are  in  force  at  the  South  Kensington  Museum. 

"  Additions, — Among  the  additions  which  have  been  received  into  the 
Collection  during  the  year  the  following  may  be  mentioned :  — 

"  Examples  of  various  kinds  of  native  food  commonly  sold  in  the 
markets  of  Sierra  Leone  and  Old  Calabai*.  These  were  presented  by 
Dr.  W.  C.  Thomson  of  Partick,  near  Glasgow,  and  are  interesting 
specimens  of  the  native  food  products  of  Africa. 

"  English  beet-root  sugar  manufactured  from  the  sugar  beet  grown  at 
Lavenham  in  Suffolk.

"  The  only  purchase  that  need  be  named  is  that  of  some  specimens  or  PuRfaase. 
pieces  of  sun-dned  turtle  from  Jamaica,  now  conunonly  imported  into 
England  in  that  condition. 

"  Economic  Entomology. — ^The  collection  of  Economic  Entomology  has  Economic 
been  much  improved  during  the  past  year  undet  Mr.  Andrew  Murray's  JSntomo- 
superintendence.     From  the  gradual  and  piecemeal  manner  in  which  it   ^^^' 
has  been  formed  it  was  naturally  irregular  and  inconsecutive,  and  the 
character  of  the  illustrations  unequal,  for  latterly  these  had  been  im- 
proving, while  the  earlier  ones  were  not  only  originally  inferior,  but 
were  becoming  more  dingy  every  year.    At  Mr.  Murray's  suggestion  it 
was  resolved  that  the  older  part   of  the  collection  should  be  revised, 
supplemented,  renewed,  and  re-arranged  preparatorv  to,  or  rather  pari 
passu  with,  the  preparation  of  the  catalogue.    This  has  been  aone 
with  satisfactory  results,  and  the  re-airangement  (and  removal  where 
still   advisable)  will   doubtless  be  extended  over  the  whole  collection. 
The  plan  of  arrangement  now  adopted  is  the   recognized  systematic 
classification  of  insects,  instead   of  an  arrangement  according  to  the 
kinds  of  benefit  or  mischief  done  by  them.    This  was  requisite  to 
*  escape  unnecessary  repetition ;   but  by  the  help  of  a  special  index  to  the 
catalogue  all  the  information  brought  together  by  the  old  arrangement 
will  be  found  equally  concentrated  in  it ;  and  in  the  new  arrangement 
as  far  as  possible  the  mischief  done  by  similar  kinds  of  insects  has  been 
brought  together  in  the  same  way. 

"  In  consequence  of  the  resolution  of  My  Lords  that  the  various 
Catalogues  of  the  Museum  sliould  where  possible  be  sold  at  a  very  low 
price,  Mr.  Murray  is  preparing  that  of  Economic  Entomology  in  parts, 
each  of  which  it  is  expected  may  be  obtained  for  a  penny  or  twopence, 
BO  that  no  one  need  purchase  more  than  the  particular  branch  in  which 
he  may  happen  to  be  interested.  Considerable  progress  has  already  been 
made  with  the  general  preparation  of  the  catalogue,  but  as  it  necessarily 
cannot  advance  faster  than  the  re-arrangement  of  the  specimens,  only 
the  first  parts  are  in  the  hands  of  the  printer. 

"  With  regard  to  additions  to  the  collection  during  the  year,  Mr. 
Murray's  attention  has  been  chiefly  directed  to  filling  up  blanks  in 
those  parts  of  the  series  which  come  first  in  the  catalogue.  I'he 
scorpions,  spiders,  and  thysanura  are  now  represented ;  ana  the  scale 
insects  and  gall  insects  have  received  important  additions  and  improve- 
ments.    A  commencement  has  also  been  made  with  the  leaf-miners. 

"  The  collection  is  much  consulted  by  visitors  to  the  Museum,  practical 
entomology  being  a  favorite  hereditary  pursuit  in  Spitalfields  and 
Betbnal  Green.  It  has  led  to  a  very  handsome  and  valuable  collection 
of  well  named  Lepidoptera  (mentioned  above)  being  presented  to  the 
Museum  by  the  Haggerstone  Entomological  Society,  a  well  known  and 
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successful  local   society  chiefly  composed  of  artasftos  residing  in  the 
district. 

"  Adulteration  of  Food, — Twenty-two  drawings  of  the  'microseopic 
structure  of  various  kinds  of  vegeteble  substances  used  as  food  (by  Mr. 
Connor  of  the  Laboratory,  Somerset  House),  intended  to  aid  in  the 
detection  of  adulteration,  were  lent  by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  for 
the  purpose  of  being  photographed.  This  has  been  done,  and  a  set  of  these 
valuable  additions  has  been  placed  in  the  collection.  Owing  to  the 
want  of  space  and  of  glazed  cases,  the  series  of  examples  illustrative  (^the 
adulteration  of  edibfe  substances  specially  prepared  for  the  Depart- 
ment by  Dr.  Frankland,  F.R.S.,  and  James  Bell,  Esq.,  of  the  Inland 
Revenue  Laboratory,  Somerset  House,  is  only  partially  exhibited,  ifae 
greater  portion  being  temporarily  withdrawn.  It  is  intended,  how- 
ever, to  arrange  and  exhibit  the  entire  series  as  soon  as  space  and  cases 
can  be  pro\dded. 

•'  Museum  of  Economic  Ttsh  Culture, — It  is  usual  to  notice  this  collection 
in  my  annual  report.  As  in  former  years  the  collection  is  arranged  and 
exhibited  in  the  western  arcade  of  the  Exhibition  buildings  a^oining 
the  Royal  Horticultural  Garden  at  South  Kensington.  The  collection  is 
on  hire  from  Mr.  Frank  Buckland,  H.M.  Inspector  of  Fisheries,  whose 
private  poperty  it  mainly  is.  Many  additions  have  been  made  to  it 
during  the  year,  and  the  usual  processes  of  artificially  breeding  salmon, 
trout,  and  other  kinds  of  fish  have  been  exemplified  with  snccess. 
During  the  progress  of  the  late  International  Exhibition,  Mr.  Budc- 
land's  Fish ,  Museum  was  necessarily  included  within  its  limits  and 
regulations ;  but  since  the  close  of  that  Exhibition  visitors  have  been 
admitted  to  the  Fish  Collection  under  the  rules  of  the  South  Kensington 
Museum,  of  which  it  is  considered  a  part. 

"  The  set  of  cases  illustrating  the  chemical  analysis  of  food  prepared 
for  circulation  to  local  museums,  &c,  has  not  been  requested  on  loan 
during  the  past  year. 

"  Catalogues, — A  new  edition  of  the  Alphabetical  Inventory  of  the 
Food  Collection  has  been  prepared  and  is  now  on  sale  (price  6d,)  at  the 
catalogue  stall  of  the  Branch  Museum.  A  copy  has  been  sent  to  each 
donor  and  exhibitor.  It  does  not  sell  freely,  the  average  last  year  being 
about  14  copies  a  month.  A  penny  guide  to  the  collection  is  also  on 
sale,  averaging  26  copies  a  month. 

"  Mr.  Andrew  Murray  is  preparing  an  illustrated  catalogue  of  the 
collection  of  Economic  Entomology.     See  preceding  remarks. 

"  Labelling . — The  total  number  of  labels  prepared  for  the  collection 
during  the  vear  was  2,045.  Of  this  number  295  were  temporary  \^Titten 
labels,  125  block  printed  pasted  letter  labels,  and  1,625  printed  labels ; 
in  this  last  number,  however,  are  included  the  duphcate  copies  for  use 
when  necessary.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  substitute  throughout  the 
collection  printed  labels  for  all  those  done  by  hand. 

"  In  conclusion  I  may  add  that  it  is  intended  as  soon  as  may  be  to  fill 
up  various  gaps  in  the  Food  Collection  which  at  present  are  unrepre- 
sented ;  such  as  stuffed  and  mounted  examples  of  British  game  birds 
(in  continuation  of  the  series  already  shown),  a  series  of  specimens  to 
illustrate  domestic  poultry  and  the  wild  fowl  of  Great  Britain,  as  well 
as  stuffed  heads  of  red  deer,  fallow  deer,  and  roe  deer,  in  illustration  of 
their  flesh  called  venison. 
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Animal  Products  Collection. 

"  The  Collection  which  illustrates  the  application  of  Animal  Products  to 
industrial  purposes  has  been  exhibited  to  the  public  during  the  past 
<year  in  the  Branch  Museum  of  the  Department  at  Bethnal  Green,  under 
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precisely  similar  regulations  as  those  which  are  in  force  at  the  South  Appendix  K. 
Kensington  Museum.     Considering  the  perishable  nature  of  many  of  nmosr  otr 
the  examples,  the  CoUection  generally  is  in  good  preservation,  and  but      South 
few  things  have  been  withdrawn  as  unfit  for  exhibition  during  the  last    Khoting- 
twelve  months.    The  space  which  the  Collection  occupies  is  inadequate    mi^uh. 
for  the  purpose  of  properly  displaying  the  various  sections  according  to 
the  classified  arrangement ;  and  until  more  room  can  be  acquired,  as 
weU  as  additional  glazed  cases  in  which  to  arrange  illustrative  examples, 
the  drawback  and  inconvenience  of  a  certain  amount  of  confusion  and 
want  of  order  must  continue  to  exist.     No  material  change  has  been 
made  in  the  Collection  since  my  last  report,  but  some  valuable  addi- 
tions have  been  obtained  by  gift,  loan,  and  purchase. 

*'  Donations, — Among  the  donations  the  following  may  be  noticed : —  Donations. 

"  Various  samples  of  Russian  leather  and  tanning  substances,  presented 
b^  M.  de  FirsofF,  Russian  Commissioner  at  the  late  International  Exhi* 
bition  in  South  Kensington.  M.  de  Firsoff  was  also  good  enough  to 
present  three  maps  of  the  Russian  Empire,  on  which  are  shown  the  chief 
localities  where  tne  leather  manufactures  exist ;  also  some  printed  copies 
of  a  semi-official  pamphlet  on  '  Leather  in  Russia,'  by  M.  Kittaiy, 
president,  and  F.  Lesshaft,  member,  of  the  Technical  Committee  of 
the  Chief  Intendancy  of  the  War  Department  at  St.  Petersburg.  This 
pamphlet  is  the  more  acceptable  as  it  will  materially  assist  in  the  pre- 
paration of  explanatory  labels  to  be  attached  to  the  specimens  of  the 
leather,  &c.,  to  which  it  relates. 

Presented 
by  Mr.  Cleeve  W.  Hooper,  of  Leadenhall  Market,  who  exhibited  the 
series  at  the  late  International  Exhibition.

"  On  Loan. — The  following  have  been  received  for  exhibition  :  —  Loans.

Until  these  were  obtained  the  collection  was  extremely  poor  in  examples 
of  Russian  leather.

I  have  again  to  report  the  satisfactoiT  condition  of  the  paintings  under     uiraxrM 
mjT  chaise.     Daring  the  post  year  they  have  sustained  no  injury  bv 
accident  or  otherwise,  and  any  tendencj  to  decay  has  be«n  prevented 
by  tiie  care  and  watchfulness  eiven  to  their  preservation. 

It  is  one  of  the  primary  objects  of  the  "  Histoncsl  series  of  Water 
"  Colour  paintings  that  they  Bhould  be  displayed  on  the  walls  of  our 
gallery,  both  for  study  and  for  inspection  at  all  times  by  the  pubhc,  and 
such  care  iias  been  taken  to  exclude  all  unnecessary  eipo8ui«  to  light, 
and  otherwise  to  protect  these  works  that,  iu  fulfilling  the  express  inten< 
tiona  of  the  donors  (that  they  should  be  so  exhibited),  not  tne  slightest 
bad  reault  has  arisen. 

In  order  to  give  out  Art  Schools  the  benefits  arising  from  the  study 
of  Inch  an  historical  series,  yet  without  neccasitating  the  rentoval  from 
the  galleries  of  this  Museum  pictures  necessary  to  its  completeness, 
another  historical  series  has  been  formed  for  circulation,  and  a  third  is 
in  progress  for  the  same  purpose.  -  To  aid  this  ohject,  some  purchases 
of  paintings  have  been  made  during  the  past  year,  which  are  tabulated 
below. 

The  catalogue  of  the  water  colour  collection,  which  ia  being  prepared 
in  conformity  with  the  conditions  of  Mr.  Wm.

Mb.  BRif^TOW,  the  Director,  leports  tiist  duziiii^  the  yev  1S74  tiu 
sorreTed  unoimtB  to  \,402  aqmn  miles,  with  abo«zt  4,9:26  mifes  of 
boondaYj  lines. 

In  the  north-weatem  district,  under  the  snperintoidefice  of  Mr 
Areline,  '^^\  square  mQes  have  been  sarrcyed,  widi  960  miles  ci 
boundary  Ucea,  the  formationa  consisting  pnndpaDj  oi  the  CarbomiaoGS 
and  Pennian  rocks  witli  the  associated  Toicunc  roeia  of  CumhcriaAd 
and  V/estnH>rland,  and  part  of  Lancashire  mapped  bj  Means.  ATe&ie. 
Tiddeman,  Ward,  Rnssell,  Goodchild,  De  Ranee,  Holmes,  Cvnam, 
Hebert,  and  Collin. 

In  the  north-eastern  district,  nndcr  tiie  sopeiintendcnce  of  Mr.  H.  H- 
Howell,  including  the  Northomberland  and  Durham  coal>fiekls  and1b« 
Clereland  iron-stone  districts  of  the  North  Ridini^  of  Torkshoe,  ^^' 
sqoare  miles  have  been  surv^ed,  with  1,949  miles  of  boundary  lines. 

The  rocks  of  the  Xorthumberiand  and  Durham  district  are  chie€j 
Carboniferous ;  tiiose  in  tiie  Yorkshire  area  consist  principally  of  Laasic^ 
Oolitic,  and  Cretaceous  strata,  and  indude  a  portion  of  the  importint 
iron-stone  district  of  Clereland  and  c^  the  lead-mining^  tracts  of 
Swaledale  and  Arkendak. 

This  district  was  mapped  by  Messrs.  Howell,  Topley,  Lacas. 
Strangways,  Gunn,  Bums,  and  MiUer. 

The  work  done  in  this  district  was  considerably  lessened  in  conse- 
quence of  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Lebour  early  in  the  year ;  and  the 
withdrawal  of  Mr.  Topley  for  the  greater  part  of  tiie  year  to  watdi  the 
progress  of  the  boring  in  the  Wealden  district,  which  is  an  under- 
takmg  of  national  importance. 

Mr.  Whitaker,  the  geologist  in  charge  of  the  south-eastern  distnc^* 
including  parts  of  the  counties  of  Cambridge,  Herts,  Suffolk,  and  Essex, 
with  the  assistance  of  Messrs.  Penning,  Dalton,  Bennett,  Blake, 
Hawkins,  and  Jukes-Browne,  surveyed  and  mapped  486  square  miles, 
involving  1,050  miles  of  boundary  Imes. 

'The  formations  in  this  district  consist  principally  of  the  Secondaij 
and  Tertiary  strata  as  well  as  of  the  drift  and  other  superficial  deposits. 
Wrxt of  Kngland,      In  the  west  of  England,  including  the  counties  of  Somerset,  Devon, 

and  Dorset,  Mr.  H.  B.  Woodward  with  two  assistants,  Messrs.  «Ussber 
and  Reid,  have  surveyed  an  area  of  209^  square  miles,  with  874i  nules 
of  boundary,  consisting  principally  of  Secondary  rocks  and  of  superficial 
deposits. 

In  the  counties  of  Lincoln,  Leicester,  Nottingham,  and  Cambridge* 
with  part  of  the  Fenland,  Mr.  Hollowav  and  Mr.  Skertchly  have  siu^ 
veyed  125  square  miles,  with  301  miles  of  boundary. 

The  total  area  of  1,402  square  miles,  with  4,926  miles  of  boundaiy< 
would  have  been  larger  but  for  the  resignation  of  Mr.  A.  H.  Crreen,  one 
of  the  senior  geologists  (who  has  accepted  the  professorship  of  geology 
at  Leeds),  of  Mr.  Lebour  (who  had  served  seven  years  on  the  Surver), 
the  partial  withdrawal  of  Mr.  Topley  from  ordinary  field-work,  and 
the  time  required  to  train  five  new  assistants.

W.,  ahowini?  aupei^ 
ficial  deposits  ;  mak'Tiy  a  total  of  26  sheets  on  the  I-inch  scale  now  at 
Soufhampton  being  engraved. 

As  verj  manj  of  these  maps  have  been  a  long  time  engraving,  it 
is  confidently  hoped  that  daring  1.^75  a  large  number  will  be  completed 
and  issued. 

Thirty-ome  6-ineh  maps  have  been  diy-proofed  during  the  yeas  and 
sent  to  Southampton  for  the  purpose  of  being  engraved,  of  these /oi»rfeei» 
sheets,  viz.,  7,  7a,  J^.  9, 60,  66,  67,  6ih,  S4,  9^?,  116, 16ft,  1S5,  and  2(K)  pef« 
to  the  Y<»ksliire  coal-field.  Three,  viz.,  46,  51,  and  55  retor  to  the 
NorthumberUnd  coal-field,  and  fourteen  to  parts  of  the  counties  of 
Cumberland  and  Westmorland  ;  viz.,  sheets  27,  '-^f  55,  56,  57,  63,  64, 
65,  69,  70,  71,  Cumberland,  and  sheets  17>  24,  and  36  Westmorland. 

These,  in  addition  to  maps  reported  on  before,  make  a  total  of  26 
1-inch  maps  and  95  6-incn  maps  now  at  Southampton.  The  en- 
graved maps  have  lately  been  coming  in  more  rapidly,  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  number  of  maps  now  being  engraved  wiU  diminish  rapidlj. 

Three  horizontal  sections  have  been  prepared  and  are  now  oeing  en- 
graved. Sheet  101  illustrative  of  part  of  the  Yorkshire  coal-field, 
sheets  104  and  105  illustrating  part  of  the  South  Wales  coal-fidd. 

One  vertical  section  (sheet  55)  of  part  of  the  Northumberland  coal- 
field is  also  being  engraved. 

Nine  6-inch  maps  have  been  completed  and  coloured  copies  made  Coloured  copies 
and  deposited  in  the  office  during  the  year.  m^de  tor  o«lct\ 

Seven  of  these  are  sheets  110,  111,  125,  126, 127,  128,  and  129,  of  the 
county  of  Yorkshire,  and  two  sheets,  27  and  28,  of  the  county  of  Lanca- 
shire. 

This  makes  a  total  of  60  finished  coloured  copies  o£  6-inch  sheets 
deposited  in  the  office.  These  will  not  be  published;  but  being  of 
importance  as  adjoining  published  maps  of  mmeral  districts,  are  avail- 
able for  reference  by  persons  interested  in  the  geology  of  the  districts. 
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In  iirosccution  of  the  plani  detailed  in  former  reports,  the  staff  under 
Prof,  (icikie's  direction  nas  been,  with  one  exception,  concentrated  in 
the  southern  division  of  Scotland,  so  as  to  complete  the  survey  of  the 
whole  of  the  kingdom  south  of  the  Tay  and  Forth,  including  the  great 
mineral  fields,  and  some  of  the  chief  agricultural  districts. 

The  only  portions  yet  to  be  surveyed  of  that  division  of  the  country 
are  the  south-western  half  of  Roxburghshire,  small  parts  of  Rerwick- 
sliire  and  of  Eskdale  in  Dumfriesshire,  and  a  portion  of  Kirkcudbright- 
sliiro. 

Ill  the  probable  event  of  the  whole  of  these  remaining  tracts  shall 
have  been  surveyed  by  the  close  of  1875,  the  staff  will  be  ready  to  be 
irnniferrcd  to  the  central  and  northern  parts  of  Scotland. 

At  present  only  one  of  the  officers  has  been  employed  in  continuing 
ii  ilr      the  mapping  of  the  Old  Red  Sandstone  tracts  to  the  north  of  the  Great. 
ri.vaf»,  (^ly^i^,  ^„j|  Stirlingshire  coal-fields. 

The  ftU  lowing  Ublo  gives  an  abstract  of  the  work  done  during  the 
vrar  18/4.  By  this  it  will  be  seen  that  one  sheet  of  1-inch  maps  has 
wrt)  pxiliUthetf.  embraoinff  an  area  of  4.32  square  miles  of  the  counties 
of  IhuufVios  and  Kirkcudbright,  whilst  two  are  being  engrared^one  of 
wUioh  «mbr«0C4  most  of  the  Clyde  coal-field. 
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Of  the  6-inch  maps  illastrative  of  coal-fields^  23  sheets  have  been 
published,  wbibt  30  sneets  are  with  the  engraver. 

Six  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty-three  fossils  and  37  rock 
specimens  have  been  collected.  The  fossils  illustrate  chiefly  the  Sihinia 
rocks  of  Kirkcudbright,  Berwick,  and  Roxburghshire,  and  the  Cuboni- 
ferous  system  as  developed  in  Fife  and  the  Lothiana. 

One  sheet  of  vertical  sections  of  the  Lanarkshire  coal-field  has  been 
published,  and  others  are  being  drawn  for  the  engraver. 

Horizontal  sections  are  also  in  progress. 

With  a  view  to  the  early  transference  of  the  staff  to  the  Old  Red  Sand- 
stone and  older  formations  north  of  the  Tay,  Mr.  Geikie,  witii  two 
assistants,  spent  some  time  during  the  past  year  in  making  some  pie- 
liminar^  explorations  in  these  northern  districts,  for  the  purpose  of 
deternuning  the  best  lines  along  which  this  work  should  be  conducted 

Irslanb. 

Professor  Hull,  the  Director,  reports  that  during  the  jrear  5^  aqnare 
miles  of  new  area  have  been  surveyed,  embracing  S^6  miles  of  bonndsij. 

Three  hundred  and  sixty-six  square  miles  have  also  been  re-surveyed, 
making  a  total  of  about  904  square  miles.  This  area  distributed  under 
the  respective  counties,  and  under  both  heads,  is  shown  in  the  foUawing

'whilst  preparing  the  memoirs  on  the  geology  of  that  county,  and  also  ^^^^ 
in   conjunction  with  Mr.  O' Kelly  in  the  examination  of  some  of  the    BakIsat.' 
Carboiuferous  rocks  in  the  county  Limeridc. 

Mr.  R.  G.  Symes  has  surveyed  83i  square  miles  in  mountainous 
ground  near  Ballina,  and  has  also  supervised  the  work  of  Mr.  W.  B. 
Leonard,  stationed  at  Belmullet. 

Mr.  S.  B.  Wilkinson  has  surveyed  98)  square  miles  near  Enniskillen. 

Mr.  J.  Nolan  has  surveyed  81  square  miles  near  Omagh. 

Mr.  H.  Leonard,  stationed  at  Cavan,  reports  the  completion  of  71 
square  miles. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Cruise,  stationed  at  Carrick-on-Shannon,  reports  105i 
square  JuUes. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Traill  has  completed  the  survey  of  the  Moume  and 
Carlingford  district. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Egan  reports  the  survey  of  72  square  miles. 

Mr.  Hardman  has  surveyed  123  square  miles,  partly  of  the  Leinster 
coal-field,  and  partly  along  the  southern  shore  of  Lough  Neagh. 

Mr.  Kilroe,  who  has  only  lately  joined  the  Survey,  has  surveyed  28 
square  miles  in  the  counties  of  Mayo  and  Sligo. 

Mr.  Hull,  the  Director,  has  visited  and  inspected  about  841  square 
miles  of  area,  and  also  made  preliminary  inspection  of  portions  of  the 
counties  of  Donegal  and  Tyrone.  He  has  also  edited  various  memoirs 
whilst  passing  through  the  press,  besides  preparing  an  index  sheet  of 
geological  signs  and  colours  applicable  to  the  maps  of  the  Irish  Survey, 
which  I  approved  of,  and  it  is  now  engraved  and  published. 

During  the  year,  six  maps  on  the  1-inch  scale  have  been  published.  Maps, 
viz.,  sheets  28, 47,  76,80,83,84,  making  the  total  niunber  of  pubhshed 
maps  on  the  1-inch  scale  142. 

Ten  other  sheets  are  in  preparation  for  publication. 

Four  sheets  of  maps  on  the  6-inch  scale  have  been  published, 
namely,  sheet  41  of  the  county  Antrim,  and  sheets  47,  54,  55  of  the 
county  Tyrone, 

The  first  shows  the  geology  of  the  island  .Magee  and  the  range  of  the 
pisolitic  iron  ore;  the  others  show  the  geology  of  the  Dungannon 
coal-field. 

One  memoir,  explanatory  of  sheets  76,  77^  has  been  written  by  Mr.  Memoirs. 
Wilkinson  and  Mr.  Cruize,  and  is  now  published;  other  memoirs  are  in 
progress. 

Two  sheets  of  horizontal  sections,  Nos.  23,  24,  have  been  published.  52?*°****^ 
They  were  levelled  and   prepared  by  Mr.  Traill,  and  illustrate  the  ■««*^<>"»- 
geological    structure    of   the  Moume    mountains    and    surrounding 
(listricts. 

The  fossils  collected  during  the  year  were  2,862  as  reported  by  Mr.  «-• — ^--^(mi 
Baily,  acting  palseontolo^st.    The  fossils  named  ftrom  these  and  fi — 
collections  number  more  than  2,500,  many  of  them  having  beei 
to  the  Museum  and  to  the  consulting  series  of  the  Royal  C 
Science.

Pslaontolo-  ^'-  Etheridge  reports  that  much  haa  been  done  both  in  the  palseosoic 
gleal  depiirt-  and  mesozoic  groups  of  fossils.  The  number  of  all  groups  critic^y 
'°^^*  examined  and  named  b^g  5,714  spedmens.    Upwards  of  4,000  speci- 

mens have  been  added  to  the  catalogue.  In  addition  to  thisy  there 
have  been  transferred  firom  the  rough  working  catalogue  into  the  per- 
manent one,  upwards  of  5,000  species,  thus  completing  our  large  Survey 
Catalogue  up  to  the  end  of  the  year.  This  work  now  occupies  16  quarto 
volumes.  New  indices  have  also  been  made  to  volume  Q.  and  N^ 
numbering  750  localities  and  names.  This  work  is  very  important 
to  the  past  and  present  records  of  the  collections  made  during  the 
progress  of  the  Survey  in  the  field,  as  well  as  for  permanent  and  fiituie 
guidance,  and  the  compilation  of  lists  of  fossils  and  localities,  &c.

Much  time  has  b«en  occupied  in  consbncfing  table*  of  the  distiiba- 
tioD  of  fossils  for  three  memoirs,  the  first  bv  Mr.  Jndd  illostiating 
sheet  64,  the  second  bj  Mr.  Topley,  descriptive  of  the  Wealden  aiea, 
and  the  third  by  Mr.  Tiddeman  illustrating  sheets  S8,  89,  and  92.  Mr. 
Bone  has  made  70  8vo.  drawiuga  during  ^e  year,  67  being  Anmionites 
of  the  Upper  Lias  Sand  and  Inferior  Oolite,  and  3  8vo.  lithographic . 
plates  to  illustrate  volnme  111.  of  the  memoirs  (N.  Wales),  and  which ' 
he  is  now  engaged  upon. 

Two  hundred  specimens  from  the  Carfacniferous  rocks  of  Cumberland 
and  the  Lower  Oolites  of  Yorkshire,  have  been  collected  by  Mr.  H. 
Walters,  who  has  also  aided  in  the  completion  of  the  Survey  Cata- 
logues, as  well  as  in  other  duties  in  the  Paleeontological  office. 

Professor  Huxley  reports  that  during  the  year  1874  the  invertebrate  Natoraliit'i 
fossils  of  the  Blackdown  Beds,  Upper  Greensand,  Cambridge  Be(K  ^ — """' 
Chloritic  Marl,  Red  Chalk,  Lower  and  Upper  Chalk  contained  in  this 
Museum,  and  amounting  in  aU  to  4,363  specimens,  have  been  carefully 
examined  bv  Mr.  E.  T.  Newton,  under  the  supervision  and  with  the 
assistance  or  Mr.  Etheridge,  in  order  to  verify  the  specific  names  and 
the  synonyms  which  have  been  attached  to  them. 

One  hundred  and  thirtv-nine  speinmens  among  these  have  been  re- 
moved and  replaced  by  better  examples.  I'he  remaining  -1,223  speci- 
mens have  been  remounted  and  re-arranged  in  their  proper  cases. 

The  additions  to  the  collection  amount  to  2,557  specimens,  selected 
from  about  4,003  which  have  been  presented,  obtainea  by  purchase,  or 
collected  by  officers  of  the  Survey. 

These  specimens  have  been  examined  and  their  species  determined, 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  pslieontologist,  by  the  senior  assistant, 
Mr.  E.  T.  Newton. 

Two  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-seven  speciiflens  have  been 
mounted  and  incorporated  with  the  Museum  collection,  the  rest,  1,446, 
being  returned  to  the  charge  of  the  palxontologist. 

The  addition  of  so  large  a  number  of  specimens  to  the  Museum  haa 
involved  a  great  deal  of  re-arrangement  of  the  fossils  already  in  the 
MuKum,  and  the  time  of  the  assistants,  Mr.  £.

TBB  OsoLO      Mr.  Robert  Hunt,  Keeper  of  Mining  Records,  reports  that  the  difficult 

oicAL       position  in  which  he  was  placed  by  the  wording  of  certain  clauses  in 

BuayBT,     .  ^j^^  Mines  Regulation  Acts,  led  to  his  attending  a  meeting  of  the  Council 

^^^         at  South  Kensington,  at  Lord  Aberdare's  request ;  when,  after  a  full 

Offloe.  discussion  of  the  difficulties,  his  Lordship  directed  Mr.  Hunt  to  proceed 

in  his  usual  way,  and  to  complete  the  Mmeral  Statistics,  as  he  had  done 

since  1848,  by  uie  system  of  voluntary  solicitation. 

Circular  forms  were  consequently  prepared  and  sent  to  all  mines  and 
collieries.  Mr.  Richard  Meade,  the  senior  assistant,  proceeded  into  the 
iron  districts  of  Northamptonshire,  and  obtained,  in  the  most  satis- 
fiM^ry  manner,  the  returns  from  the  mines  and  iron  works  of  that 
county.  After  this,  Mr.  R.  Hunt  proceeded  on  a  similar  mission  into 
Wiltshire,  Gloucesfcershire,  and  Somersetshire.  He  next  visited  North 
Devon,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  produce  of  several  new  mines 
which  had  been  tlien  recently  opened.  The  mines  of  lead,  copper,  and 
iron  between  Exeter  and  Plymouth  next  engaged  his  attention,  and  in 
continuation  of  this  inquiry,  he  spent  some  time  in  the  district  ex- 
tending from  Dartmoor  to  Liskeard.  He  then  visited  the  great  mining 
district  of  West  Cornwall,  pushing  his  inquiries  in  each  locality, — 
arranging  for  the  copying  of  plans, — and  securing  returns  of  the  proauce 
of  the  mmes. 

Returning  to  London,  Mr.  R.  Hunt  then  gave  his  attention  to  the  com- 
pilation of  the  statistics,  and  advanced  this  work  so  far  as  to  place  a 
considerable  portion  of  it  in  the  printers  hands. 

In  August  he  visited  the  iron  mines  of  Oxfordshire,  the  salt  works  of 
Worcestershire,  the  iron  works  of  Shropshire,  and  the  colliery  and  iron 
districts  of  South  Wales,  returning  to  London  in  September,  and  com- 
pleting the  compilation  of  the  "  Mineral  Statistics  of  the  United  King- 
dom for  1873." 

The  estimation  in  which  the  Mining  Record  Office  is  held,  and  the 
interest  taken  in  the  '*  Mineral  Statistics,"  has  been  satisfactorily  showoi 
during  the  year,  not  onlv  by  the  replies  made  to  the  circulars  of  inquiry 
which  had  been  issued,  but  by  the  efforts  which  many  of  the  coal  owners 
and  others  have  made  to  secure  correctness  in  the  returns ;  owing  to 
this  assistance,  Mr.  R.  Hunt  was  enabled  to  publish  the  annual  volimie 
earlier  than  usual. 

it  will  be  seen  by  the  list  accompanying  this,  that  a  considerable 
number  of  the  plans,  &c.  of  mines,  have  been  collected  during  the  year, 
and  that  a  great  many  have  been  completed  up  to  the  latest  date.  The 
arrangements  made  will,  it  is  hoped,  secure  for  the  Mining  Record  Office 
the  plans,  &c.  of  most  of  those  mines  which  have  been  abandoned  during 
the  year,  where  these  plans  will  be  always  available,  and  entirely  free 
from  the  restrictions  placed  upon  those  which  are  collected  under  the 
Mines  Regulation  Acts. 

Mr.  R.  Hunt  states,  as  showing  the  value  of  his  office,  that  one  of  the 
largest  of  the  recently  abcmdoned  mines,  was  unable  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Acts  of  Parliament,  and  supply  to  the  Home  Office 
the  plans  of  its  workings,  until  the  af^ent  had  borrowed  from  the  Mining 
Record  Office  the  drawings  preserv'ed  in  its  collection. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  R.  Hunt  expresses  most  strongly  his  obligations 
to  Mr.  Richard  Meade  and  Mr.  James  Jordan,  who  have  by  their  un- 
remitting attention  relieved  him,  he  states,  from  much  most  trying 
labour.

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Appendix  G.  I  have  also  continued  to  famish  to  the  R^i^rar- General  monthly 
analyses  of  the  metropolitan  water  supply,  and  I  have  made  several 
similar  analytical  investigations  for  the  ixical  Government  Board  and 
for  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Admiralty. 

The  important  investigations  of  Mr.  Norman  Lockyer  upon  spectral 
phenomena  have  been  continued  during  the  past  year  in  the  research 
laboratory,  and  the  highly  interesting  results  arrived  at  have  been  com- 
municated to  the  Royal  Society. 

During  the  training  of  the  large  number  of  students  now  attending 
the  practical  classes  in  this  department,  I  have  endeavoured  to  select 
those  exhibiting  special  aptitude  for  chemical  manipulation  and  inquiry, 
and  to  organise  ft*om  them  a  special  class  for  higher  studies  in  the  re- 
search laboratory.  At  the  close  of  the  year  1874  five  of  these  students 
were  formed  into  a  special  class  of  this  kind,  and  they  are  now  engaged 
in  the  advanced  worK  of  the  research  laboratory. 

I  have  again  to  acknowledge  the  cordial  and  valuable  aid  which  I 
have  received  in  the  direction  of  the  various  classes  of  this  College  frmn 
numerous  assistants.  Mr.  Valentin  has  continued  to  superintend  the 
practical  and  analytical  classes  with  his  usual  energy  and  success.  The 
following  assistants  have  also  devoted  the  whole  of  their  time  to  the 
instruction  of  the  laboratory  students.

me  by  the  officers  of  Her  Majesty's  Board  of  Works.  The  space  so  placed 
at  my  disposal  is  nearly  equal  to  that  previously  occnpiect,  and  it  bms 
enabled  me  to  reUn-e  the   orer-crowded  gallenea  and  halls  so  as  to 


-  snder  the  collections  much  more  usefhl  for  public  inveatiffUion ; 
besides  which,  room  has  been  found  for  great  numbers  of  valuable 
specimens  which  were  necessanly  withheld  from  use  by  the  want  of 

Notwithstanding  a  year  of  depression  in  the  great  m&nufactnring  Viitton. 
districts  from  which  hitherto  large  excursions  have  come  to  visit  the 
mnseum  in  the  summer  months,  the  attendaoce  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Edinbu^h  and  its  aunounding  ndghbourbood  has  gone  on  steadily 
increasing,  and  the  aggregate  amount,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  table  of 
attendance  below,  exceeds  the  number  of  visitors  during  the  preceding 

The  opening  of  the  new  portions  of  the  building  has  necessitated  to  OpaiilnRol 
s  large  extent  the  re-arrangement  of  moat  of  the  collections,  and  this  Naw  Build, 
has  entailed  a  great  amount  of  extra 'exertion  'on  all  the  officers  and 
attendants  of  tnis  establishment.  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report,  for 
the  information  of  my  Lords,  that  all  without  exception  have  moat 
cheerfully  aided  me  in  this  ditOcult  work,  and  I  confidently  believe  they 
have  been  as  much  actuated  by  a  sense  of  duty  as  by  the  desire  for  a 
more  liberal  consideration  when  the  time  comes  for  considering  their 
improved  remunention.  Owing  to  the  alacrity  and  industry  thui 
shown,  the  pubUc  have  scarcely  been  inconvenienced  in  any  degree,  and 
I  have  ample  reason  for  believing  much  satisfaction  is  felt  at  the 
incteaaed  educational  means  which  have  thug  been  placed  by  our  united 
efforts  at  the  service  of  the  public.

The  entire  collection  of  birds  has  been  re-labelled,  the  nonienclatnie, 
reviaed  and  corrected  according  to  the  most  recent  aathoritics,  and  i 
great  number  of  specimens,  not  previously  named,  have  been  satis- 
n^rily  determinea.  In  view  also  of  the  impending  extension  of  this 
collection  into  the  wall  cases  of  the  first  gallery  of  the  adjoining  hall,  just 
being  vacated  by  the  Industrial  Deuar&nent,  a  judicious  selectioD  of 
bird  skins  from  the  stores  of  the  Museum  has  been  nuide,  many  of 
which  are  already  mounted,  while  others  are  in  the  hands  of  the  stuffer. 

In  like  manner  the  exhibited  collection  of  the  shells  of  recent  mol- 
lusca  is  imdergoing  complete  revision  and  amplification  by  addition  of 
illustrative  specimens,  which  ftoxn  want  of  space  have  hitherto  remained 
in  tiie  unexhibited  stores.  As  a  large  proportion  of  the  latter  were,  and 
are,  unnamed,  their  satiafoctory  determination  is  a  labour  which  will 
require  some  time  still  for  its  accomplishment. 

Some  work  has  also  been  done  in  the  determination  of  the  echino- 
dermata,  corals,  and  fossii  brachiopoda. 

The  contemplated  removal  of  the  collection  of  shells  from  their  present 
place  in  the  museum  to  the  more  ample  accommodation  afiPorded  by  the 
table  cases  of  the  first  gallery  of  the  new  natural  history  hall  above 
referred  to,  will  set  free  a  considerable  amount  of  space,  whidi  will  be 
employed  in  the  extension  of  other  invertebrate  collections  (echinoder- 
mata,  corals,  and  sponges),  which  from  want  of  room  have  hitherto  been 
somewhat  scantily  represented  in  the  exhibition  cases  of  the  Museum. 

Many  important  purchases  have  during  the  past  year  been  made  in 
departments  in  which  more  extended  representation  was  specially 
desirable.  Among  those  mav  first  be  mentioned  a  splendid  specimen 
of  the  rare  and  valuable,  and  to  palaeontologists  most  deeply  interesting, 
Australian  Mudfish,  Ceratodus  Forsteri,  as  well  as  two  specimens  of  the 
nearly  equally  rare  and  remarkable  New  Zealand  Lizard,  Spkeno^ 
jmnctatus,  Tne  collection  of  recent  Ganoid  Fishes  has  also  been  en- 
riched by  acquisition  of  excellent  specimens'  of  the  following  illustrative 
genera  and  species,  Amia  calva,  Scaphirhynchus  cataphrachts,  Pofyodou 
folium,  from  North  America,  besides  the  extremely  rare  and  remarkable 
Polyodon  gladius  from  China. 

The  ornithological  collection  has  been  added  to  by  the  purchase  of  a 
beautiful  group  of  Birds  of  Paradise  in  fine  condition,  and  the  collectioo 
of  British  oirds'  eggs  has  in  the  same  way  been  enriched  by  the  addition 
of  21  species,  among  which  a  splendid  pair  of  eggs  of  the  Golden  Eagle 
taken  in  Sutherlandshire,  is  specially  worthy  of  mention. 

From  the  representatives  of  the  late  Dr.  S.  P.  Woodward  an  extensive 
collection  of  recent  and  fossil  echinodermata,  formed  by  that  eminent 
naturalist,  has  been  purchased,  and  which  will  be  of  immense  use  in  the 
extension  of  that  group  of  invertebrata. 

To  the  Palaeontological  Department  important  additions  have  been 
made  by  the  purchase  of  a  fine  set  of  selachian  teeth  from  the  carboni- 
ferous limestone  of  Armagh,  of  a  number  of  beautiful  specimens  of 
fossil  fishes  and  ammonites  from  the  lias  of- Lyme  Regis,  of  a  small 
set  of  palaeozoic  fishes  from  the  permian  and  carboniferous  strata  ot 
Germany,  and  of  a  set  of  brachiopoda  from  the  oolitic  and  cretaceous 

strata  of  England. 

The  donations  for  the  past  year  include  also  many  objects  of  import- 
ance and  interest.  To  the  North  British  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  the  Museum  is  indebted  for  a  collection  of  "2^ 
species  of  corals  from  Singapore  in  exceUent  condition.  Dr.  Lauder 
Lindsay,  of  Gilgal,  Perth,  has  presented  a  series  of  60  specimens  illus- 
trative of  the  zoology  of  New  Zealand,  while  the  Regents  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institution,  Washington,  have  forwarded  a  collection  of 
14  species  of  North  American  Rodents,  illustrating  a  monograph  by

I  BBG  leavcj  on  hehalf  of  the  Council,  to  submit  for  the  con- 
sideration of  my  Lords  the  following  report  on  the  educational  business 
and  arrangements  of  this  College  during  the  year  1874. 

In  fulfilment  of  the  programme  of  the  session,  the  difiPerent  pro-  Courses  of 
fessors  attached  to  the  College  gave  their  several  courses  of  instruction,  l"3*»'«ction. 
and  the  results  of  the  examinations  held  last  June  fully  testify  to  the 
diligence  with  which  they  were  attended  by  the  students,  as  well  as  to 
the  proficiency  which  many  of  them  had  attained  in  the  various  subjects 
in  which  they  had  been  taught ;  one  of  these  gentlemen,  Mr.  Thomas 
L.  Daltry,  has  subsequently  been  fortunate  enough  to  obtain  a 
Whitworth  Scholarship. 

Many  improvements  have  been  effected  during  the  year  in  the 
different  departments  of  the  College,  which  ate  calculated  to  increase 
its  public  usefulness ;  amongst  which  may  be  specially  mentioned  the 
putting  up  in  the  theatre  a  new  lecture  table,  which  combines  several 
most  ingenious  and  complete  arrangements  for  the  supply  and  applica- 
tion of  gas  and  water  for  numerous  lecture  purposes.  By  means  of 
a  water  engine  or  turbine  placed  under  it,  a  one-horse  power  can  at 
pleasure  be  immediately  made  available  for  the  turning  or  driving  of 
various  pieces  of  apparatus  or  mechanism,  which  will  render  easythe 
performance  of  many  physical  experiments  that  could  not  otherwise  be 
executed  without  great  labour  or  inconvenience;  and  it  is  due  to 
Professor  Barrett  to  state  that  most  of  the  arrangements  connected  with 
that  excellent  table  were  of  his  devising,  and  that  he  devoted  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  his  spare  time  to  insure  the  various  details  con- 
nected with  its  construction  being  properlv  executed. 

The  arrangement  and  classification  of  the  books  in  the  library,  as  Library. 
devised  and  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  very  efficient  librarian, 
Mr.  Alphonse  Gages,  are  found  to  be  in  everyway  most  convenient 
and  satisfBUJtory. 

The  Museum  has  been  somewhat  curtailed  lately,  consequent  on  Museum. 
certain  changes  having  been  made  in  the  educational  arrangements  of 
the  College;  still  the  Mineralogical  and  Technological  specimens  are 
well  arranged  and  displayed,  and  the  excellent  descriptive  labels  which 
the  curator  has  attached  to  them  render  this  portion  of  the  Museum 
highly  instructive. 

In  the  Laboratory  several  important  investigations  and  analyses  of  a 
very  practical  and  useful  character  have  been  carried  out  by  the  students, 
unoer  the  direction  of  the  Professor  of  Chemistry  and  his  assistant. 

Some  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  educational  staff  of  this  insti-  f^****^***^ 
tution,  the  College  having  lost  the  able-  services  of  Robert  S.  Ball 
LL.D.,  F.R.S.,  consequent  on  his  being  apoointed  by  the  Board  of 
Trinity  College,  Astronomer  Royal  of  Ireland.  His  chair  of  Applied 
Mathematics  is  now  filled  by  Henry  Hennessy,  F.R.S.,  whose  name 
has  long  been  known  as  a  mathematician.  Dr.  Ramsay  H.  Traquair 
having  vacated  the  Professorship  of  Zoolofl^  on  his  becoming  Curator 
of  the  Zoological  Department  of  the  Edinburgh  Museum,  Dr.  H. 
Alleyne  Nicholson  was  appointed  his  successor,  but  this  gentleman 
shortly  afterwards  (on  his  succeeding  to  the  chair  of  Biology  and 
Physiology  in  the  CoUege  of  Physical  Science  and  of  Medicine  in  New- 
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Appendix  I.   castle-on-Tyne),  resigned  the  professorship,  which  thus  becoming  agsin

Examination  for  Cbrtificatss  or  Merit. 

The  eighteenth  examination  for  certificates  of  merit  and  prizes  waa 
held  on  the  evenings  of  the  week  commencing  Monday,  May  25th,  18/4. 

Seventy-seven  persons  applied  to  be  examined,  of  whom  G2  presented 
themselves  for  examination ;  23  obtained  general  certificates,  and  three 
commercial  certificates. 

Prizes  in  money  were  awarded,  as  before,  to  the  best  answerers. 

Evening  Scientific  Meetings  and  Discourses. 

Seven  such  meetings  were  held  during  the  past  year,  which  were 
attended  by  1,037  persons,  averaging  148  at  each  meeting.

Lectures. 

A  course  of  four  lectures  in  Metallurgic  Chemistry  was  delivered  in 
the  month  of  June  by  Dr.  Reynolds,  the  attendance  at  which  numbered 
•^70,  giving  an  average  of  242  at  each  lecture. 

System  oi'  Electrically-controlled  Clocks. 

The  heads  of  38  establishments  having  applied  to  have  their  clocks 
controlled  by  the  central  clock  at  the  Royal  Dublin  Society,  those 
clocks  which  admitted  of  such  arrangement  have  been  placed  in  con- 
nexion, and  now  beat  synchronously  with  the  latter. 

It  is  anticipated  that  as  the  system^  is  better  known  and  appreciated 
a  larger  number  of  clocks  will  be  brought  into  connexion  with  rt. 

Botanic  Gardens. 

Consef^atories, — ^The  extensive  repairs  effected  in  the  course  of  the 
past  year  in  the  large  palm  house  have  rendered  the  structure  more 
sec\iro  than  it  has  been  for  several  years  back. 

Tho  luge  sums  of  mone^  expended  upon  this  house  in  unavoidable 
repairs  since  1862,  and  the  ix^uit*  which  the  plants  more  or  less  leoeive 
during  the  progress  of  such  works,  would  justify  the  authorities  in 
considering  whether  it  might  not  be  tiio  more  economical,  as  it  certainly 
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would  be  .the  more  desiiable  ooune,  to  repkoe  the  preeent  defective  ApuMdizK. 
stracture  by  a  house  properl^F  constructed  and  of  sound  materials,       ~"~' 
and  which  would  be  an  ornament,  instead  of  a  disfigurement,  to  the  ^SSru.^' 
gardens.  Ppblct 

The  defective  method  of  supplving  the  garden  with  water  is  another  ®^***' 
source  of  constant  expenditure  wnich,  if  a  proper  system  were  adopted,  gu^^- 
might  in  a  great  degree  be  avoided,  and  the  frequent  loss  of  plants 
pi«vented.  During  uie  summer  months  the  river  from  which  the  water 
is  derived  frequently  becomes  so  low  that  the  hydraulic  ram  cannot  work, 
and  the  water  has  to  be  drawn  bv  manual  labour.  If  a  connexion  were 
made  with  the  city  mains,  or  witn  the  Grand  Canal,  both  of  which  are 
near  the  garden,  the  constant  expense  incurred  in  repairing  the  ram 
would  be  diminished,  and  an  ample  supply  of  water  would  be  provided 
during  the  driest  season. 

Considerable  additions  in  plants  have  been  made  in  the  several  Additions, 
departments  of  the  garden  by  purchases  and  exchanges.  Most  of  the 
latter  were  acquired  by  the  director  during  a  professional  visit,  in  the 
month  of  May,  to  Ihe  principal  horticultural  establishments  in  Italy, 
and  by  the  opportunity  he  then  had  of  attending  the  Botanical  Congress 
held  in  Florence,  whereby  he  was  afforded  the  advantage  of  establishing 
relations  for  the  mutual  exchange  of  plants  with  several  persons  able 
and  desirous  to  proniote  this,  object.  The  director  also  visited  for  the 
«ame  purpose  the  botanic  gardens  near  Vienna  and  at  Munich. 

Amongst  the  rarer  plants  which  flowered  in  the  garden  during  the 
pafit  summer  were  the  interesting  hybrid  Sarracenia  between  5.  Drum- 
imondU  and  S.fiava,  This  new  and  beautiful  plant  is  remarkable  for  its 
being  the  first  hybrid  Sarracenia  that  has  been  recprded  as  having, 
flowered  in  any  part  of  the  world.  Another  fine  plant  which  has  been 
introduced  to  European  gardens  through  the  instrumentsdi^  of  the 
Society's  establishment  is  the  "Crimum  Moorei"  (Hooker),  lately  figured 
in  the  Botanical  Magazine.  The  seeds  from  which  it  was  raised  were 
preeented  several  years  ago  by  George  Webb,  Esq.,  lately  of  the  oom- 
misaariat  staff,  who  collected  them  in  some  part  of  Natal.  The  plant 
'  has  proved  sufficiently  hardy  to  stand  through  several  winters  in  the 
open  border  with  but  slight  artificial  protection. 

The  seeds  of  the  Lorantkus  Europeeus  have  again  germinated  on  the 
oak  tree,  having  been  applied,  as  before,  to  the  buds  of  the  latter. 

The  numb^  of  species  of  plants,  and  packages  of  seeds  which  have 
been  received  during  the  past  year  are  as  follows : — Of  plants,  203 
kinds,  besides  supplies  of  half  hardy  bedding  plants,  three  cases  of  ferns 
from  the  Neilgherry  Hills,  India,  a  large  Wwdian  case  from  Sydney, 
Australia,  and  a  large  case  containing  stems  of  C^cadactous  plants, 
as  well  as  several  smaller  ones.  Of  seeds,  1,215  packets  have  been 
received. 

During  the  nast  year  699  kinds  of  plants  were  sent  out  from  the 
garden  and  456  packages  of  seeds.  Of  these,  292  species  were  sent  to 
the  Queen's  Collie,  Belfast,  and  230  to  the  Queen's  College,  Cork.

The  temporary  iron  structure  used  as  a  botanical  museum  i«  now 
in  course  of  repMr,  the  specimens  having  been  removed  for  safety  to 
other  parts  of  the  establishment,  where  they  are  now  being  alekund, 
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Appendix  K.  mounted,  and  re-labelled,  preparatoiy  to  being  restored  in  the  place 
Bbpobtov  assigned  to  them. 

Regular  supplies  of  plants  and  flowers  have  been  sent  twice,  and 
sometimes  thrice  weekly  to  the  Society's  School  of  Art.  Other  institu- 
tions of  a  similar  nature  have  also  been  supplied  with  specimens  as  they 
required  them. 

The  Professors  of  Botany,  Royal  College  of  Science,  and  Queen's 
College,  Galway,  have  been  regularly  suppUed  with  specimens  for  the 
illustration  of  their  lectures  as  they  required  them.

MusBUM  OF  Natural  Histoby. 

A  considerable  number  of  valuable  and  attractive  specimens  hare 
beep  added  io  the  several  collections.  Great  care  has  been  taken  to 
complete  as  far  as  possible  typical  series,  an  arrangement  of  much 
practical  value  to  students.  Whilst  most  families  are  thus  illustrated, 
it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  owing  to  restricted  space  it  is  impossible 
to  display  the  larger  and  more  striking  specimens.  It  is,  however,  satis- 
factory to  find  that  notwithstanding  the  disadvantages  under  which  the 
Department  labours,  visitors  have  frequently  expressed  their  opinion 
that  the  museum  is  arranged  to  the  best  advantage  as  far  as  the  confined 
space  will  allow. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  more  remarkable  acquisitions :— Of 
Mammals,  the  Pigmy  Armadillo,  Chlamydophorus  truncatus,  and  Cenm 
maerotis,  A  case  containing  a  pair  of  the  black-necked  swan,  Cygnus 
nifficolHs,  from  South  America,  and  a  dog  supposed  to  be  a  hybrid 
between  a  dog  and  wolf,  have  been  presented  by  Lord  Powerscourt. 
Of  birds,  the  race  Apteryx  Owenii,  of  New  Zealand ;  a  pair  of  the 
Troffon  pavonicus  from  Central  America,  Grtis  leucogranus  from  Russia ; 
and  a  fine  set  of  rare  birds  of  Paradise  from  New  Guinea.  A  fine 
specimen  of  the  Australian  Cassoway  {Cassuarius  AustraUs),  has  been 
presented  by  Mr.  D.  T.  Seymour,  Queensland.  Two  specimens  of  the 
rare  bat,  Scoiophilus  leisleri,  have  been  presented  by  Mr.  R.  M. 
Barrington.  A  typical  series  of  reptiles  have  been  selected  from  a  col- 
lection made  in  India.  A  number  of  specimens  of  fishes  have  been 
added  to  the  collection,  amongst  which  is  a  splendid  specimen  of  the 
Basking  shark,  Selachus  vKiximus,  measuring  24  feet  in  length,  taken  on 
the  west  coast  of  Ireland,  this  being  the  only  specimen  of  the  fish  in 
any  museum  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

For  the  Insect  department  a  considerable  number  of  specimens  hare 
been  obtained  both  by  purchase  and  presentation, 

A  number  of  fossils  from  the  Liassic  and  Grreensand  formations  have 
been  obtained  by  purchase.  But  the  want  of  a  sufficient  number  of  cases 
has  heretofore  prevented  the  display  of  any  additional  specimens. 

A  fine  series  of  Corsican  shells  has  been  presented  by  Dr.  Battcrsby, 

Several  important  additions  have  been  made  to  the  mineral  collection 
during  the  year,  especially  to  the  grou[)  of  native  sulphide  of  silver.  As 
the  coUection  contams  one  or  more  specimens  of  every  important  mineral, 
attention  is  now  being  directed  to  tbe  extension  of  the  number  of 
varieties  of  species  exhibited.

The  annual  examinations  of  the  students  in  geometry,  perspective  and 
freehand  drawing  for  prizes  of  the  second  and  third  grade,  were  held  on 
the  30th  April  and  Ist  May,  at  which  284  students  presented  themselves 
for  examination,  of  whom  77  were  successful.  At  these  examinations 
28  second  grade  prizes  in  books  were  awarded. 

The  annual  national  competitive  examination  was  held  in  London,  as 
usual,  to  which  235  students  sent  503  works,  when  one  silver  and  three 
bronze  medals,  and  eight  prizes  in  books  were  awarded. 

The  exhibition  of  the  students*  works,  held  in  the  last  week  of 
December  1873,  aiid  two  foUowing  weeks,  was  visited  bv  his  Excellency 
the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Lady  Spencer,  and  by  5,480  of  the  general 
public. 

The  meeting  for  the  distribution  of  the  prizes  awarded  to  the  successful 
students  during  the  year  1873,  took  place  on  the  evening  of  the  2(Hh 
February  last,  at  which  His  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant  presided. 

The  meeting  was  attended  by  the  Countess  Spencer  and  many  dis- 
tinguished personages.    The  visitors  numbered  8o6  persons. 

Four  public  lectures  on  the  Fine  Arts  were  delivered  by  Mr.  Hennr 
MacManus,  R.H.A.,  in  the  month  of  May,  the  attendance  at  which 
numbered  332,  averaging  83  at  each  lecture.

In  furnishing  the  report  for  the  year  1873-4  the  Council  of  the 
Royal  Hibernian  Academy  is  happy  to  state  that  the  financial  results 
of  the  institution  show  an  improvement  as  compared  with  the  year 
1872-3. 

The  annual  exhibition  opened  on  Monday  the  16th  of  Febmarjr 
1874,  and  closed  on  Saturday  the  13th  of  June,  being  open  for  17  weeks, 
and  for  nine  weeks  it  was  open  in  the  evenings  by  gasbght  at  a  reduced 
charge  of  one  penny. 

There  were  343  wo^ks  exhibited.  The  purchases  amounted  to  1,008/. 
9s,,  and  the  sum  expended  by  the  Art  Union  of  Ireland  amounted  to 
32  U.  17«.,  being  an  increase  on  the  sales  effected  during  the  previous 
year.
